DEMOBILIZATION AND ENLISTMENTS. 

. Troops Demobdiliced—From._ the signing of ‘the armis- 
tice to Feb. 20, 1920, 3,467,349 troops were reported dis- 
charged. Of these, 181,995 were officers and 3,285,354 
were enlisted men, the latter including 25,694 furloughed 
to the Reserve. 

Enlistments for Regular Army.—Enlistment papers 
received between Feb. 28, 1919, and Feb. 18, 1920, show 
a total of 178,141 enlistments, including 2,041 for the 
week ended Feb. 14. Of the total number, thirty-six per 
cent. are original enlistments and sixty-four per cent. are 
enlistments of men with prior service in the Army. 

Resignations Since Nov. 11, 1918.—Between Nov. 11, 
1918, and Feb. 18, 1920, 2,302 resignations of Regular 
Army officers were accepted. 

Regular Officers Holding Emergency Rank.—On Feb. 
20 there were 3,229 Regular Army officers still holding 
emergency rank. This number is thirty-nine per cent. of 
the number of Regular Army officers in service, and 
forty-two per cent. of the number who were holding 
emergency rank on Nov. 11, 1918. 

Strength of the Army.—The estimated strength of the 
Army Feb. 17 was 242,224, not including nurses and 
Army field clerks. Of this number 18,130 were officers, 
including 16,823 officers on active duty and 1,307 under- 
going physical reconstruction in hospitals. 
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Disposal OF DESERTERS AND DRAFT DELINQUENTS. 
Secretary of War Baker, through The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, on Feb. 18 issued instructions governing the dis- 
posal of draft deserters and delinquents. Of these cases, 
325,260 are on the records, of which 173,911 are classed 
as wilful deserters and 151,354 as non-wilful. In the 
éase of delinquents who were actually in the Army, Navy 


or Marine Corps on the date set for their induction into 
the Service the charge of desertion is to be set aside. 
Those who were not in the Service on that date, but who 
later served in the Military Service, are to be regarded 
as having been A.W.O.L., and not as deserters. The 
names of non-wilful deserters are to be stricken from 
the list, thus leaving the names of the wilful deserters 
there, when they may be dealt with by court-martial 
gresoeminee. Those registrants who died between the 
of registration and induction did not, and could not, 
desert, the Secretary says. .Where any such men are 
classified as desertets this is erroneous. Those who 
failed to obey the induction order and who died after the 
day set for them to report for military service have their 
recorded draft status unchanged because of their death. 
Men erroneously certified as draft deserters through 
error are to be discharged. The revised list of 
deserters is to be published in whole or locally in sec 
tions, so as to inform the Department of Justice and 
lice officials throughout the country and to inform the 
Sreseter himself and his friends and acquaintances that 
@ charge of desertion stands against him. The depart- 
ment’s policy regarding those draft registrants classified 
as deserters who served honorably in the army or navy 
of an allied power is that where they have been placed 
on the list of non-wilful deserters their names remain on 
guch list without further action. If they wish to obtain 
a discharge from the draft they must report to the com- 
manding officer of the nearest military post, camp or 
station, when their cases will be investigated. Of regis- 
trants classified as draft deserters but claiming or ap- 
pearing to be alien enemies or non-declarant aliens, those 
classified as non-wilful will remain so classified until 
further action. Instructions will be issued as to what 
disposition is to be made of aliens who indivilually 
fequest their discharge.

ARRAIGN EXPENDITURES AT HamprTron Roaps. 

Following a three-day investigation of the expendi- 
tures made at the naval training station and operating 
base at Hampton Roads, Va., during the war, the House 
Committee on Naval. Affairs returned to Washington, 
D.C., on Feb. 20. Chairman Butler, asked about the 
shortage of water at the base? stated that the committee 
was assured by the city officials of Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth that an adequate supply of water would be avail- 
able for the station hereafter. Mr. Britten said: “We 
found there was an enormous expenditure of money made 
at the station during the war and after the armistice, a 
total of $41,000,000 being expended by the Navy De- 
partment. The committee believes that it was unneces- 
sary to construct the smaller camp, adjacent to the sta- 
tion, the expense of which amounted to $7,000,000. We 
also were surprised to find that the largest aviation field 
in the world was constructed there, 344 acres being ac- 
quired by dredging at a cost of $6,000 an acre. Inei- 
dentally our investigation showed that there was avail- 
able land a short distance south of this, which would 
have been sufficient in every way for the purpose, and at 
a cost of $500 an acre. The committee was unable to 
obtain a reasonable and practical answer why ‘such a 
waste of money was made in this case. There were other 
such examples of waste and a high ranking officer at 
Hampton Roads on the witness stand admitted that ‘an 
error had been made.’ Approximately $10,000,000 had 
been asked by the Navy Department for improvements to 
be made at Hampton Roads during the war and four 
times this amount was ex . Recently a request 
was made for an appropriation of $60,000 for the erec- 
tion of a garage. The committee found that there were 
several buildings at the station, which, at a small ex 
pense for changes, would be more than suitable for a 
garage. Another instance came to light where $49,000 
was expended on officers’ quarters and these have been 
abandoned. The committee found that the plans called 
for the erection of the quarters at a certain location at 
the station. Later on it was decided to erect the building 
at another site. This change on paper necessitated the 
expenditure of $49,000 in addition. It seems that the 

,000,000 was obtained from the General War Fund.” 
In connection with the committee’s investigation, Mr. 
Britten intimated no report was necessary and action 
would be confined to the items for Norfolk and Hampton 
Roads in the Appropriation bill for 1921. 
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Fuxp to Arp Orricers on Recevurrine Dury. 

A memorandum issued from headquarters, Camp 
Dodge, Iowa, announces that the question of making 
voluntary contributions to a fund to be used to aid offi- 
cers sent out on recruiting duty was considered at a 
meeting of officers held at the camp on Feb. 2. A letter 
was prepared, to be sent by the chief of staff to all offi- 
cers at Camp Dodge, directing their attention to the fact 
that, other than the military allowance, there is no pro- 
vision made to reimburse officers engaged in the present 
intensive recruiting drive of the War Department, prac- 
tically all officers ordered out on this duty being com- 
pelled to meet part of their expenses with personal funds. 
The War Department has asked Congress for an appro- 
priation te remedy this condition. Until this is avail- 
able it was proposed to raise a fund for the purpose 
named to which all officers were invited to contribute. 
Should Congress make the eppropriation the amounts 
subscribed will be returned. Approximately ninety per 
cent. of the officers at the meeting approved the plan. 
General officers, it was decided, should be asked to give 
$40, colonels $25, lieutenant colonels $20, majors $15 
captains $10 and lieutenants $5. Lieut. Col. J. W. 
Everington, U.S.A., was designated custodian of the 
fund. Before the letter was published attention was 
called to the fact that Congress had specifically pro- 
hibited such acts as the one proposed. The matter was 
therefore referred to the J.A.G. for an opinion. He re- 
plied that the funds so collected would be an “improper 
expenditure,” but suggested that the subject be referred 
to “higher authority.”- The matter was. referred to 
“higher authority.” Pending further instructions: no dis- 
bursements from the fund are to be made. About $700 
has thus far been collected. : 
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HRALTH OF THE TROOPS. 

Influenza continues to be reported from nearly all 
camps and stations in the United States but in decreas- 
ing numbers. Camp Benning, which had not previously 
reported any cases, leads all camps in the number of new 
cases reported for the week ending Feb. 15. The num- 
ber of new casés of pneumonia following the influenza is 
also decreasing indicating that the peak of the present 
epidemic has been passed and that the next few weeks 
should show conditions again approaching normal. The 
admission and non-effective rates are considerably lower 
than the previous week due to: the decrease in the num- 
ber of new cases of influenza. The death rate for dis- 
ease, twenty, while unusually high is lower than the. pre- 
ceding week. Special diseases reported from-camps and 
stations in the United States during the week were: In- 
fluenza, 886; pneumonia, 99; measles, eighteen; menin- 
gitis, one; malaria, two; dysentery, one; scarlet fever, 
ten; diphtheria, three. Among the American Forces in 
Germany influenza and measles continue about the same 
as in the preceding week while pneumonia shows a slight 
raise. ‘There were ten cases of pneumonia admitted. 
There was one death from pneumonia, one from measles, 
one the cause was not given and two from injury. Among 
the American Forces in Siberia forty new cases of infiu- 
enza and twelve of pneumonia were reported for the 
week with two deaths from disease.

I want to call the attention of this numerous class of 
new officers—some of whom are young and some old—- 
to the great danger that lies ahead of them to this legis- 
lation. “A certain well known and favored group of offi- 
cers may—and in all probability will be, if they have 
not already been, placed in Class “A,” and promoted 
above the men who entered the Army from civil life 
during the war.

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THE ARMY CHAPLAINS. 


‘s THE Epiror of tue Army AND Navy JourNat: 
Section 16 of the House Army Peorganizat?on bill 
seems to emph.size the slight difference between Gen- 
eral Pershing’s position and that of the éther frieads of 
the chaplains and to lose sight of the many points on 
which are agreed. General Pershing is on record as 
saying: “I am strongly of the opimion thet the work of 
will be advanced, and they will be able to get 
eloser to the soldier, if do not have the evidence and 
outward signs of rank. e suceessful chaplain is not 
dependent wpon being a lieutenant or a major, but upon 
his personality. Chaplains should, however, receive in- 
creased pay and allowances corresponding to those re- 
ceived by their fellow officers for rank und length of 


Ali are agreed as to the ends to be attained. The only 
difference is in the method of attainment. The method 
which the chaplains, the Federal Council of Churches, 
Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishop Hayes, Bishop Brent, 
Bishop McDowell, and numerous others believe will ad- 
vance the work of chaplains and enable them to get 
closer to the soldier, lies in raising the average of per- 
sonality of chaplains, and they believe this can best be 
done by cna into law the principles embodied in the 
Capper-Hull bill. Its essential features have the indorse- 
ment of ali the great church leaders, experts in methods 
of getting close to men. They all agree with General 
Pershing that “the successfal chaplain is not dependent 
upon being a lieutenant or a major, but upon his per- 
sonality”; but ¢ believe that men of strong person- 
ality will not remain or accept commissions in the chap- 
laincy if they are d‘scriminated against in the matter of 
rank and insignia. ‘ 

The contention of the church leaders is that the chap- 
tains should be organized into a corps so thaj they will 
have their own organization. This will develop an esprit 
de corps among the chaplains which they can never 
otherwise have. ans Me eae that chaplains should be 
put upon the same ting as other non-combatant staff 
officers, so that there can be no feeling on the part of 
anyone that there is a discrimination against the repre- 
sentatives of the churches. They merely ask for justice 
and a fair chance to do their work. The demand for able 
ministers is very great in civil life, A number of our 
bright young men have already left the chaplaincy and 
others will go unless conditions are improved. We shall 
not be able to fill their places with the men we covet for 
the chaplaincy unless we can offer a field where an ambi- 
tious man can see opportunity for the largest werk.

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VICTORY MEDALS. 
Paris, France. 


To rae Epirorn of THE ARMY aND Navy JouRNAL: 

The following observations on the British and French 
wearing of the Victory (Inter-allied) Medal may be of 
interest. The British have adopted their own campaign 
medal which is given to only such troops as have served 
in France and other theater of operation. The Victory 
Medal goes to everyone in uniform during the war, and 
is worn as a secondary medal, after their own campaign 
medal. The French have adopted the Victory Medal, 
and there is a project to adopt their own campaign 
medal for the war. They wear the Victory Medal as a 

medal, after others, even after the ribbon 
that is worn by those who have been wounded. 

Thus it is seen that we are adopting projecting battle 
clasps for the Victory Medal as our principal medal for 
this use—and in so doing, making a medal of first im- 
portance out of a medal that, with Great Britain and 
France at least, is of but secondary order. It would 
seem that we should have our own campaign medal, in 
addition to the Victory Medal, and that this medal, not 
the Victory Medal, should have the clasps, and the rib- 
bon thereof the corresponding stars. 

I am told that all our past medals, in their color 
scheme, are suggestive of the colors of the nation against 
whom we have-been fighting. This would indicate the 
suitability of a ribbon of alternating black, white and 
red stripes, upon which the stars representing clasps 
could well be placed. 

The Victory Medal should not, by us, be made into

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DOUBLE TIME TOWARD RETIREMENT.

Take a concrete case: A certain man enlisted in 1891, 
served eight years, then owing to family obligations re- 
mained out of the Service five years. ter he decided 
by re-entering the Army and getting a certain percentage 
of double time he would be able to retire at the age of 
fifty. He re-enlisted, completed about nineteen years’ 
service, then went to Alaska with his regiment in July, 
1912. Was February, 1913. But when he 
went up for re-enlistment the act of Congress approved 
in 1912 had raised the ante by abolishing double time; 
which causes this man to retire at fifty-two years of 
age instead of fifty, as he had originally figured out. Thig 
man re-enlisted in Alaska with his regiment and con- 
tinued his two years at single time while his comrades, 
more fortunate in their dates of service, received double 
time.

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NAVY PERSONNEL LEGISLATION PROPOSED. 


A House Committee priut has been prepared of @ 
proposed bill “Providing for the personnel of the Navy 
and Marine Corps and for other purposes.” Its first 
five sections include the provisions submitted by” Rear 
Admiral Thomas Washington, U.S.N., Chief of Bureau 
of Navigation, when he appeared before the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs on Jan. 26. In our issue of 
Jan. 31, page 664, we published the substance of these 
sections together with the brief explanations prepared 
by Admiral Washington. For completeness we include 
them. in the following summary of the substance of the 
bill as now proposed and of the accompanying explana- 
tions of its sections prepared for committee use: 





Employment of Naval Reserve. 


Section 1 authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to employ 
en active duty, with their own consent, members of Naval Re- 
serve Fores in enlisted ratings, not to exceed 26,954 men, to 
serve not less than twelve nor more than eighteen months. 
The average number of commissioned officers of/the line, perma- 
nent, temporary and reserves, on active duty not to exceed 4 
per cent, of the total authorized enlisted strength of the Regular 
Navy and members of the Restrve Force in enlisted ratings on 
active duty; mamber of staff officers to be in same proportions 
ag authorized by the existing law. 

Gection 2 provides that officers holding temporary commis- 
sfemed rank and warrant ranks in the Navy, and. members of 
the Naval Reserve Force of commissioned and warrant ranks, 
shalt be eligible for transfer to and appointment in the perma- 
nent grades or ranks in the Navy for which found qualified, 
not we that held on date of transfer, but not to exceed 
total of 1,200, inclading 500 appointed from the Naval. Flying 


. Corps, with preportionate number in all staff corps now auther- 


ized. 

Sec. 3. That ia addition to numbers of transfers and appoint- 
ments before allowed, commissioned warrant officers of more 
than fifteen years’ service who have creditably served in the war 
with Germany in temporary commissioned ranks or grades in 
the Regular Navy may be appointed to permanent rank or grade 
for which qualified not above temporary rank or grade held 
at time of transfer. 

Sec. 4. That officers appointed under any of the foregoing 
provisions shall net be more than 35 years of age when ap- 
pointed to the line, Construction Corps, Civil Engineering Corps 
or Supply Corps, and not more than 38 years to Corps ef 
Chaplains, or 40 years to Medical or Dentat Corps, these age 
limits to be increased in cases of officers who have rendered 
prior service as mates or warrant or c issioned off vy 
the Naval Service to the extent of such prior service. 

Sec. 5. That the Secretary of the Navy may employ on active 
duty members of the Naval Reserve Force of commissioned and 
warrant ranks and midshipmen, not to exceed 400 midshipmen 
and 500 commissioned officers, together with such numbers of 
Warrant and commissioned warrant rank, as the Secretary may 
deem necessary. The 500 commissioned officers may be em- 
ployed on active duty for net more than three yeers. 


Effect on Permanent Personnel. 
Should these five sections become law their applica- 
tion will be as follows:

The President is authorized to appoint and commiis- 
sion officers in the Hospital Corps of Navy, in addition to 
chief pharmacists and pharmacists, at rate of one for eath 
2,000 of total authorized number of officers and enlisted men of 
Navy and Marine Corps, with ranks of lieutenant commander, 
lieutenant (j.g.) and ensign, which ranks are hereby estah- 
lished. Original appointments to fill vacancies shall be made 
in rank of ensign, Hespital Corps, U.S.N., by selection from 
total number of chief armacists and pharmacists, U.8.N., 
the board .of selection, U.S.N., whenever convened, to consti- 
tute a beard for this purpese. Chief pharmacists and pharma: 
eists so selected shall pass a physical, mental, moral and pro- 
fessional e inati After serving as ensign, Hospital Corps, 
for three years shall be eligible fer promotion to rank of lieu- 
tenant (j.g.), Hospital Corps, and when so promoted shall take 
rank and precedence with officers of Naval Medical Cerps of 
same rank according to dates of respective commissions. Such 
officers shall be eligible for ad t in rank in same man- 
ner and conditions as officers of the N.M.C. with whom or 
next after whom they may take precedence, and shall receive 
same pay and allowances as officers of corresponding rank and 
service in the N.M.C. up to and ineluding rank of lieutenant 
commander. Officers ef rank of ensign shall receive same pay 
and allowances as officers of same rank and pay in the line of 
Navy. Provided, lieutenant commanders, H.C., shall be eligible 
for advancement in pey and allowances but. not in rank to 
and including pay and allowances of commander and captain, 
except that number of lieutenant commanders with pay and 
allowances of eaptain shall not exceed 44% per cent., and num- 
ber of lieutenant commanders with pay and allowances of com- 
mander shall not exceed 8 per cent. of total authorized 
of officers in H.C., exclusive of chief pharmacists and pharma- 
cists. Lieutenant commanders, H.C., shall be eligible for ad- 
vancement to pay and allowances of commander and captain 
when their total service as officers, exclusive of service as 
ehief pharmacists and pharmacists, H.C., is such that if ren- 
dered in the N.M.C. it would place them in list of medical off- 
cers with pay and allowances ef commander or captain. Of8- 
cers of H.C. who have gained or lost numbers on Navy list 
shall be considered te have gained or lest service oduetiiame.

sources other than flying corps and from temporary sources; 
aad from chief warrant officers 236 officers in permanent Navy. 
The di 4,036 and the allowed permanent 
strength—5,499—-will be made up of temporary officers re- 
tained, whose commissions will be revoked after the permanent 
officers are added to the Service from the Naval Academy and 
from the 500 members of the Naval Reserve Flying Corps whe 
must qualify within three years.

Gratuities and Bonuses. 

The essential substance of the stieceeding sections and 
of the explanatory comments, in the committee print of 
the proposed bill, is as follows: 

Sec. 6. That any enlisted man or apprentice seaman honor- 
ably disc who re-enlists within ene year, shall be entitled 
to gratuity of four months’ pay equal to what he would have 
received if employed im actual service during the four months. 
This provision to become inoperative six months after date of 
approval of this act. 

This is a special inducement to continuous service men, who 
because of the fact that the increase in pay has not become a 
law have left the Service. 

See. 7. That any enlisted man or enrolled man_ discharged 
from any branch or class of the Naval Service for purpose of 
re-enlisting or who has or who may extend his enlistment shal! 
be entitled to $60 bonus and to travel pay. 

This is to provide $60 bonus for those honorably discharged 
fgem one branch in order—to re-enlist in another, or who ex- 
tend their enlistments. Under decisions of the Comptroller of 
the Treasury the Navy Department is at present prohibited 
from paying this bonus to enlisted men ef the Navy, Marine 
Corps, Naval Reserve Force or Marine Oorps Reserve when 
discharged to permit re-enlistment in the Regular Service. 

Sec. 8. That immediately upon official notification ef death 
from wounds or disease, not result of his own miscon@uct; of 
any officer or enlisted man on active list of the Navy or Marine 
Corps, or on retired list when on active duty, the Paymaster 
General of the Navy and paymaster of the Marine Corps shall 
pay to the widow, and if there be no widow, to the child or 
children, and if there be no widow or child, to any other de- 
pendent relative of such officer or enlisted man previously desig- 
nated by him, an amount equal to six months’ pay at rate re- 
ceived by such officer or enlisted man at date of death. Each 
officer or enlisted man having no wife or child is required to 
designate the proper dependent relative to whom amount shall 
be paid. The section applies only to officers and enlisted men 
of the Regular Navy and Marine Corps. 

This was in effect prior to the War Risk Insurance act, which 
inadvertently deprived persons of the Regular Service of this 
gratuity. It has recently been re-enacted for Army. 


To Eatend Short Enlistments. 


Sec. 9. Amends by striking out the words “until June 30, 
1920, that part of the act making appropriations for the Naval 
Service for the year ending June 30, 1920, which provides that 
antil June 30, 1920, enlistments in Navy may be for two, 
or four years, and all laws now applicable to four-year enlist: 
ments shall apply to enlistments for a shorter with 
portionate benefits upon discharge and re-enlistment. 

This extends the short enlistments in the Navy which now 
apply only untit June 30, 1920. Many men are anxious to 
enlist who do not like to sign up for four years. Short enlist 
ments give them an opportunity to find out whether or 
they eare to spend more time im the Service.

Retirement; Rank end Precedence. 
Sec. 12. Any officer of the Navy, eligible for promotion, who 
been over by selection board three successive times, 
may, in the discretion of the President, be placed on the retired 
list with a percentage of pay equal te 2% per cent. of his 
shore duty pay for each year of service: Provided that total re- 
tired pay shall not exceed 75 per cent. of shere duty pay he 
was entitled to receive while on active list: Provided, that term 
“passed over” shall be construed to mean that an officer, eligible 
for selection, has not been selected and some officer junior 
te him has been selected. 

This section is requested in order that seme means may be 
provided whereby officers who by reason of fact that they have 
been over by Selection rd for three er more times 
in suctession are humiliated and have had their efficiency im- 
Paired, may be separated from! Service by retiring them with 
&@ percentage pay. 

Sec. 13. Sec. 1244, R.S., which provides that any’ officer 
who has served forty-five years as a commissioned officer or is 
sixty-two years old, and who may then be retired from active 
service at the discretion of the President, is extended te in- 
elude officers of Navy. 

This is requested so that officers who are fit and qualified to 
perform duties of rear admiral at age of 56 (by which time 
they must be promoted to rear admiral), but become unable 
physically or mentally to perform duties of that rank before 
reaching age of 64, may be retired at discretion of the Presi- 
dent. At present such officers must be kept in Service (if they 
so desire) until they reach age of 64. 

See. 14. Officers of the line and staff of Navy. who have been 
or may be permanently appointed to grades or ranks ef com- 
mander, captain or rear admiral shall take rank and preeedence 
in respective grades or ranks ahead of all officers holding tempo- 
rary appointments. 

This will correct existing legislation which provides that offi- 
cers in selection grades, namely, rear admiral, captain and com- 
mander, take rank therein according to dates of their com- 
missions, irrespective of whether commisgions be permanent or 
temporary. Result of this is a violation of selection principle. 

Sec. 15. Provides for addition of words “or the Secretary 
of the Navy” after words “Secretary of War” in Sec. 125, 
National Defense Act, restricting the right te wear the uni- 
form, and restores this Sec. 125 to full force and effect, 
notwithstanding the Act of Feb. 28, 1919, which permite any 
person who has served in U.S. Army,: Navy or Marine Corps 
in World War to retain his uniform and personal equipment 
and to wear same under certain conditions. 

This is to present conditions. Many men who have 
worn the uniform after leaving Service have debased and low- 
ered the respect for the uniform itself and for Government au- 
thority it represents.

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DEATH OF REAR ADMIRAL PEARY. 


Rear Admiral Robert BE. Peary, Corps of Civil Engi- 
Beers, U.S.N., retired, the first of the Arctic explorers to 
reach the North Pole, died at his residence, 1831 Wyo- 
ming avenue, in Washington, D.C., Feb. 20, 1920, of 
pernicious anemia, as we briefly announced in our issue 
of Feb. 21. Mrs. Peary and their son-in-law and daughter, 

. and Mrs. Edward Stafford, and Miss Madge Die- 

itsch, a niece of Mrs. Peary, and their son, Robert 
Peary, were with him at the end. Admiral Peary was a 
man of great determination and resourcefulness, as was 
attested by his braving of the dangers and extreme hard- 
sige of eight expeditions to the Arctic regions. The 
eighth expedition crowned with success his life work on 
April 6, 1909, when he attained the coveted honor of 
being the first to reach the North Pole, and won everlast- 
ing fame. Explorers for 300 years had been striving for 
the honor of reaching the pole, but without success. ‘His 
victory honored the United States and its Navy, as well 
as himself and his associates, and world-wide tribute was 
paid to his achievements after it was proved a fact, and 
now universal and sincere regret at his death is ex- 
pressed. Admiral Peary’s explorations cost him prac- 
tically all the money he had, and his sturdy frame was 
undoubtedly weakened from the exposure and hardships 
he had suffered in the Aretic. 

Admiral Peary was born at Cresson, Penn., May 6, 
1856, the son of Charles N. and Mary Wily Peary. His 
father died when he was three years old, and his mother 
took him to Portland, Maine, where he spent his boyhood. 
He was graduated from Bowdoin College, and won fame 
there as a runner and’ jumper, and stood in the honor 
column of scholarship. He went to Washington to work 
as a draftsman in the Coast and Geodetic Survey offices, 
and spent his entire time studying civil engineering. He 
was appointed a civil engineer in the U.S. Navy with 
the rank of lieutenant Oct. 26, 1881. ‘ 

His first assignment was to the tropics. He was the 
leader of the surveying for the: Nicaragua Canal rcute. It 
was when he returned to Washington that he consecrated 
himself ‘to polar exploration. Obtaining leave, in 1886, 
and again in 1891-2, he led an expedition into Green- 
land, where he. determined its. insularity, discovered 
and named many arctic ‘points which to-day are fa- 
miliar names,° such as Independence Bay, Melville Is- 
land and Heilprin Land. Between voyages Admiral 
Peary resorted to lectures to raise funds for further ex- 

Joration. Rear Admiral Peary received the Cullum 

edal of the American Geographical Society, the Pa- 
tron’s Medal of the Royal Geographical Society of Lon- 
don, and the. medal of the Royal Scottish Geographical 
Society of Edinburgh. 

He made another arctic voyage, lasting from 1893- 
1895, during which he made a thorough study of the 
little tribe of arctic highlanders, and in this voyage 
he discovered the famous meteorites, which he brought 
back later to civilization. One of them, weighing eighty 
tons, is the wonder of visitors to the Museum of Nat- 
ural History, in New York city. In 1894 he discov- 
ered the famous Iron Mountain, first heard of from Ross 
in 1818, which proved to be three great meteorites. 
From 1898 until 1902 he commanded the expedition to 
the arctic under the auspices of the Peary Actic Club of 
New York, rounding the northern extremity of the 
Greenland Archipelago. He named the- northern cape, 
the most northerly lard in the world, Cape Morris K. 
Jesup, and attained the farthest north in the Western 
Hemisphere (eighty-four degrees, seventeen minutes 
north latitude). In July, 1905, he sailed north again, in 
a vessel especially built by the wang | Arctic Club and 
named the Roosevelt, with Captain Bartlett, a famous 
arctic navigator, in command of the ship, and returned 
in October, 1906, having reached the “farthest north.” 

He decided on another voyage to the arctic, again fitted 
out the Rensevelt, and sailed further into the frozen 
ocean than navigator had ever been before. On foot he 
advanced until his record for this seventh trip stood at 
86.6, where starvation and cold again checked the party. 

Admiral Peary in July, 1908, when fifty-two years of 
age, set out on his eighth and successful voyage to the 
polar region, with Captain Bartlett, the veteran navi- 

ator. The method of attacking the pole was in five dif- 
erent detachments, planned with the precision of a 
military campaign. At the eighty-eighth parallel Admiral 
Peary parted with Captain Bartlett, in charge of the 
fourth detachment, and he, with another member of his 
crew and four Eskimos, made the final dash. They 
covered 135 miles in five days. Admirzil Peary’s last 
march northward ended at ten o'clock on the forenoon of 
April 6, 1909. After the usual arrangements for going 
into camp he made the final observation, indicating that 
his position was then eighty-nine degrees fifty-seven 
minutes. Observations which were later registered at the 
U.S. Coast and Geodetic Survey in Washington were 
recorded, and the return trip made in all haste. Admiral 
Peary spent thirty hours, from April 6 to April 7, around 
the pole, a great tract of frozen sea. The temperature 
ranged from thirty-three below to twelve below. Where 
open places permitted soundings 9,000 feet of wire, which 
was all Peary had, failed to touch the bottom. The first 
dispatch from Admiral Peary that he had discovered the 
pole was sent from Indian Harbor, via Cape Ray, N.F., 
Sept. 6, 1909, to the New York Times. 

When he got back to civilization Admiral Peary was 
surprised to find a controversy raging over him and Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook, an explorer who had claimed to have 
discovered the pole April 21, 1908, nearly a year ahead 
of Admiral Peary, and Dr. Cook sent a telegram claiming 
the honor four days in advance of Admiral Peary’s tele- 
gram. Dr. Cook’s claims were finally discredited through- 
out the world, while those of Peary were easily estab- 
lished before scientific bodies throughout the United 
States and other countries. He was raised to the rank 
of rear admiral of the United States Navy and retired. 
Congress voted him its thanks in a special act, and gold 
medals, decorations and honors of many kinds were show- 
ered upon him. A scientific and popular narrative of his 
suecess he wove into a book called “The North Pole,” 
while his other expeditions are described in detail in his 
“Northward Over the Great Ice” and “Nearest the 
Pole.” 

Admiral Peary’s closing years were spent in a well- 
earned rest, living for a large part of the time with his 
family of three, wife, daughter and a son, on Eagle 
Island, in Casco Bay, off Portland, Me. In recent years 
Admiral Peary had become interested + aviation and 
was prominently identified with the aeronautic prepared- 
ness movement. He was a member of the Royal Geo- 
graphic Society of London, Philadelphia Georgraphic 
Society, Peary Arctic Club, Aero Club of America and 
Explorers’ Club. He received the Hubbard Gold Medal 
by the National Geographic Society, the Culver Gold 
Medal by the Chicago Geographic Society, the Kane Gold 
Medal by the Philadelphia organization, as well as the 
Daly and Cullum Gold Medals by the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Admiral Peary also received medals 
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from the German, Austrian and Hungarian ‘societies, and 
the Royal, “Royal Scottish, Italian and Belgium Geo- 
graphic Societies. He was president of the Kighth Geo- 
graphic Congress held in Washington in 1904; honorary 
vice-president of the Ninth Geographic Congress at 
Geneva, 1908, and the tenth, at Rome, in 1913, the year 
he was made an officer of the Legion of Honor of France. 
He was a member of all the principal home and forei 

graphical societies, the American’ Alpine Club, the 

useum of Natural History, the New York Chamber of 
Commerce, Phi Beta Kappa and Delta Kappa Epsilon 
fraternities. 

The remains of Admiral Peary were interred in Ar- 
lington Cemetery Feb. 23, with all the honors due his 
rank. Floral offerings from virtually all the geographic 
societies of the world and many American and European 
scientific bodies, as well as from the White House, were 
sent. The services were conducted by Chaplain C. Q. 
Wright, U.S.N. The honorary pallbearers included Vice 
President Marshall, M. Jules Jusserand, French Ambas- 
sador; Chief Justice White of the Supreme Court; 
Speaker Gillett of the House of Representatives; Sec- 
retary Daniels and Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, Sec- 
retary Lane, Rear Admirals Colby M. Chester, M. T. 
Endicott and C. W. Parks, -U.S.N.;- Mayor J. Hampton 
Moore of Philadelphia; Representative Fess of Ohio, 
Gilbert Grosvenor, president of National Geographic So- 
ciety; Dr. Alexander Graham Bell, Henry G. Bryant, of 
the Philadelphia Geographic Society; Alan R. Hawley, 
former president of the Aero Club of America; Capt. 
Robert A. Bartlett, Vilhjalmur Stefansson and Donald 
McMillan. Others present included Rear Admirals Brad- 
ley A. Fiske and Walter N. Little, U.S.N.; Brig. Gen. R 
K. Evans, Cels. C. deF. Chandler, A. R. Christie and .C.

PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 
Retirement of General Sharpe. 


Major Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, U.S.A., one of the best 
known officers of the Army and formerly Quartermaster 
General, is upon his own application retired from active 
service to take effect May 1, 1920, after more than forty- 
three years’ service, during which he has had a notable 
military career. General Sharpe was born in Kingston, 
N.Y., April 30, 1858, and was not due to retire for age 
until 1922. : He was graduated from the U.S.M.A., in the 
class of 1880, when he was assigned to the 4th Infantry. 
General Sharpe resigned from the Army in 1882, but in 
1883 he was appointed a captain in the Subsistence De- 
partment (consolidated with the Q.M.C. in 1912) Sept. 
12, 1883. He became brigadier general and commissary 
general Oct. 12, 1905, and was reappointed in 1909. He 
was appointed brigadier general, Q.M.C., in 1913, and 
in 1916, was appointed Quartermaster General with the 
rank of major gencral, to succeed Major Gen. J. B. 
Aleshire, the rank of major general having gone with the 
office of Quartermaster General since the consolidation of 
departments in1912. He was appointed an additional 
major general of the line under a proviso of the Act 
of July 1, 1918, and on June 1, 1919, he sailed 
for France and was on duty there as an observer 
returning to the United States Sept. 9, 1919. He was 
ordered to Washington for temporary duty, and remained 
there until rejoining the Southeastern Department on 
Nov. 4, 1919. Just before his retirement he was com- 
manding officer, Southeastern Department, stationed at 
Charleston, 8.C. 

The following is a brief summary of his record of 
service. He became a major in 1895, and just before the 
outbreak of the Spanish-American War was made a lieu- 
tenant colonel, and soon after was ordered to Chicka- 
mauga Park as chief commissary of the Army concen- 
trating there for the invasion of Cuba and Porto Rico. 
He was chief commissary of the Army under General 
Brooke which invaded Porto Rico. Later he served a 
tour of duty in the Commissary General's office, going 
from there to the Philippines as chief commissary of the 
division. He reached the grade of colonel Feb. 2, 1901, 
and in the fall of 1905, succeeded General Weston as 
commissary g-neral, Two years afterwards he made an 
extended tour abroad to study the supply systems of the 
English, French and German armies, where every fa- 
cility. was afforded and every courtesy shown him by the 
officials of the various countries visited. 

General Sharpe has been active both as author and ad- 
ministrator. is experience in the line of the Army, in 
actual campaign and in charge of purchasing and supply 
depots, and later as Commissary General afforded him 
the widest administrative opportunity. He had a tour 
of duty in every section of the country and in every field 
of activity in his line. While stationed at St. Louis his 
first book appeared—‘The Art of Subsisting Armies in 
War.” This production was followed by an essay on 
“The Art of Subsisting Armies in the Field as Exempli- 
fied During the Civil War,” which won the gold medal 
prize offered in the contest of the Journal of the Mili- 
tary Service Institution of the United States. Follow- 
ing this was the translation from the French of C. H. 
Aubry, “The Supply of the Armies of Frederick the 
Great and Napoleon.” In collaboration with Capt. H. F. 
Kendall, U.S.A., he translated “Notes on the Supply of 
an Army During Active Operations,” by O. Espanet. In 
1905 appeared his notable work, “The Provisioning of 
the Modern Army in the Field.” This work was used by 
the supply officers of the British army and employed in 
the course of instruction in the great military school at 
Aldershot, England. He has also published a critical 
paper on “Subsisting Our Field Army in Case of War 
with a First Class Power.” . 

The family of General mee is one of the oldest in 
New York state, having lived there for generations. His 
father was Gen. George H. Sharpe, a veteran of the 
Civil War, who was a friend and favorite of General 
Grant and one of the political leaders of the Empire 
State. General Sharpe’s home address is 31 East 39th 
street, New York city. 








Col. James A. Shipton, Coast Art., U.S.A., was on 
Feb. 20, 1920, retired from active service upon his own 
application, after more than thirty-one years’ service. 
Colonel Shipton was born in Ohio March 10, 1867, and is 
a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1892, when he was 
assigned to the Artillery. He is a graduate of the School 
of Submarine Defense, and of the Army War College, 
and has an efficient record of service. During the World 
War he served as a temporary brigadier general, and 
saw service with the A.E.F. in France. Among other 
duties previous to the World War he served as military 
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attaché at-the U.S. Legation at Petropolis, Brazil, 1898- 
99, and during the war with Spain he served with Gen- 
éral Kobbe’s expedition in Southern Luzon, P.I., and took 
part-in various engagements. Colonel Shipton also'served 
with the National Guard of a number of states as an 
inatenetes, His last post of duty was at Camp Morgan, 


Capt. Edward 8. Hayes, Inf, U.S.A., was retired 
from active service Feb. 17, 1920, on account of physical 
disability caused by a wound received in action. Captain 
Hayes, who served as a temporary major and lieutenant 
colonel in the World War, and was on duty with the 
A.E.F., was born in Connecticut Feb. 28, 1886, and is a 
graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1908, when he was 
assigned to the Infantry.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Col. Leroy S.- Lyon, Field Art., U.S.A., who during 
the World War served in France with the A.E.F., and 
commanded the 65th Field Artillery Brigade, 40th Divi- 
sion (Dixie),, and held the temporary rank of_brigadier 
general and major general, died at Camp Taylor, Ky. 
Feb. 23, 1920, frem pernicious fnemia. He had been ill 
for some time, due to exposure on the battlefront. in 
France.. He went to France in the spring of 1918, Col- 
onel Lyon was born in Petersburg, Va.; Oct. 15, 1866, 
and was graduated from the U.S.M.A., class of 1891, 
when he was assigned to the Cavalry. He was trans- 
ferred to the Artillery arm Oct. 1, 1891, and had a most 
excellent record of service. Colonel Lyon was a graduate 
of the Artillery School, and of the Sehool of Submarine 
Defense, -and served.a detail as Inspector General in 
1914. Among many other duties, Colonel Lyon served in 
the Chicago labor riots in 1895, and during the war with 
Spain he served as'A.D.C. to General Royal T. Frank, 
who commanded the 1st Division, 3d Army Corps, July 8 
to Oct. 13, 1898, and other commands. He was acting 
chief, S.O., and A.D.C. to Gen. John R. Brooke, at Gev- 
ernors Island, N-Y., 1901, and was district Artillery en- 
gineer, Fort Barrancas, Fla. He served in Philippine 
campaigns with the 26th Battery, 1906-07. He was in 
command of Camp Bowie, Texas, after his return from 
France, and his last assignment to duty was at Camp 
Taylor, Ky. Colonel Lyon is survived by two sisters, 
Mrs. E. F. Parham, wife of E. F. Parham, treasurer of 
the Southern Railway, of Alexandria county, Va., and 
Mrs. John S. Sewell, wife of Colonel Sewell, of Muncie, 
Ind., and a brother, Frank Lyon, of Lyonhurst, Va. In 
Jone, 1919, Colonel Lyon received the degree of doctor 
of laws from Richmond College, Va., of which he was a 
graduate, with the degree of A.B. His remains were 
buried in Arlington Cemetery. 

In our issue of Feb. 21, page 755, we briefly noted 
the death of Medical Director John Walton Ross, U.S. 
N., retired, at Lamonda Park, Calif., on Feb. 8, 1920, 
of penumonia. A correspondent sends in the following 
additional data concerning the service of Dr. Ross: “It 
was in 1878, on the breaking out of a severe epidemic 
of yellow fever in Memphis, that Dr. Ross first at- 
tracted special notice by promptly volunteering for ser- 
vice in the plague-stricken district. He remained in 
Memphis two years and labored zealously in caring for 
the sick. He himself contracted the disease and had a 
very severe attack. For his courageous and efficient 
service he was advanced in rank by the President, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate. While 
on duty at the U.S. Naval Hospital, Pensacola, Fla., 
from 1886-1893 yellow fever broke out in East Florida 
and Dr. Ross at once volunteered for special service at 
the scene of the epidemic and was placed in charge of 
the relief work at Fernandina. Between 1899 and 1901 
he again had an opportunity to use his special know}- 
edge and experience’of yellow fever, this time in Cuba. 
Following his services there he was promoted to medical 
director. From 1902 to 1904 Dr. Ross was on duty at 
the U.S. Naval Medical School, Washington, D.C., and 
was a member of the Examining Board for medical 
officers. In 1904 he was detailed for service in the 
Canal Zone with the Isthmian Canal Commission and 
there contracted a severe malarial infection which neces- 
sitated his return to the United States. Dr. Ross 
passed the remainder of his life in California, where he 
added to the large number of friends already won by 
his unfailing and general kindness and his genial, affa- 
ble nature.” 

Comdr. Arthur G. Kavanagh, U.S.N., died at Phila- 
delphia, Pa., Feb. 23, 1920, where he was on duty at the 
navy yard. He had been ill for some time. Commander 
Kavanagh was born in Illinois Jan. 20, 1871, and was 
appointed to the U.S. Naval Academy May 20, 1890, 
He was in command of the gunboat Annapolis at Mazat- 
lan, Mexico,:in June, 1916, when a motor boat from that 
ship was fired upon by a Mexican customs official and 
soldiers. 

In a tribute to the late Lieut. Co]. R. C. Register, Med. 
Corps, U.S.A., who died at Tarnapol, Poland, Jan. 4, 
1920, of typhus fever, is announced in Orders 1, Head- 
quarters American Polish Relief Expedition, U.S.A., 
dated Warsaw, Jan. 4, 1920, Col. H. L. Gilchrist, Med, 
Corps, U.S.A., adjutant of the expedition, in addition te 
giving the record of the deceased says: “Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Register was an example of the true American gol- 
dier, always ready to do his full duty. Although he 
fully realized the dangers and sacrifices to be faced at 
Tarnopal, he unflinchingly carried out the duties of an 
officer of the Army. He was absolutely loyal and a most 
helpful support to his commanding officer, always cheer- 
ful in spirit and manner, esteemed by all with whom he 
came in contact. The Army has lost a faithful officer.” 

Capt. Cecil R. Neal, Cav., U.S.A., on duty at Fort 
Bliss, Texas, died at that post Feb. 21, 1920. He was 
born in Alabama Sept. 9, 1890; and entered the Regular 
Army as a second lieutenant of Cavalry June 3, 1917, 
He had previously served as a captain in the Cavalry of 
the National Guard of Georgia. 

Lieut. Horace H. M. Corey, 90th Aero Squadron, 
U.S.A., who- was stationed at Eagle Pass, Texas, was 
killed at that place on Feb. 23, according to a press 
message. He was flying at a height of 1,200 feet when 
his machine burst into flames. Lieutenant Corey’s home 
was in Chicago. He was twenty-eight years of age. 

Second Lieut. Harold B. Logan, Inf., U.S.A,, an 
emergency officer on duty at Camp Meade, Md., died 
there on Feb. 19, 1920. 

Ensign Franklin Johnston, U.S.N.R.F., died in Wash- 
ington, D.C., Feb. -25, 1920, at the naval hospital. He 
was born Nov. 1, 1862, and was enrolled in the Naval 
Auxiliary Reserve, Class 3, as an ensign March 30, 1917. 

Gen. Pierre August Roques, former French Minister 
of War, died at Paris on Feb. 26;-according to a press 
dispatch. He was born at Marseilles on Dec. 28, 1856. 
He saw active service in Dahomey and was in charge ef 
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public works in Madagascar. He became a. general of 
division in 1901, then served as permanent Inspector 
General of.

Death of Lieut. B. V. Hekhout, U.S.N. 


Of the death of Lieut. Bernard V. Eekhout, U.S.N., on 
Jan. 29, 1920, at Guantan: mo Bay, Cuba, by falling in a 
single-seater Nieuport airplane, as briefly told in our 
issue of Jan. 31 last, page 667, Lieut. Comdr. H. H. 
Frost, U.S.N., writes: ‘ ; 

“This young officer, during his short career, had 
proved that.he had every quality necessary for the high- 
est advancement in his profession. He was graduated 
from the Naval Academy in June, 1917, and ordered to 
the U.S.S. Dolphin, flagship of Rear Admiral E. A. An- 
derson, U.S. Navy. His first duties were those of watch 
and division officer, with additional duty as radio officer, 
in which specialty he had already demonstrated his ex- 
ceptional ability. In October, 1917, he was promoted to 
lieutenant, junior grade, and in June, 1918, was as- 
signed to duty as engineer officer of the Dolphin. In July, 
1918, he was promoted to lieutenant and in September 
was made executive officer and navigator of the Dolphin, 
which duty he performed for over a year. During his 
service on the Dolphin the reports of his commanding 
officers exhibit his splendid work in gunnery, engineer- 
ing, radio, seamanship, navigation, and particularly as 
an organizer and a leader of men. ; 

“In April, 1919, Lieutenant Hekhout, in addition to 
his regular duties on the Dolphin, qualified as a naval 
aviator at the Naval Air Station, Key West, and demon- 
strated his proficiency in this specialty also. In October, 
1919, he was ordered to Carlstrom Field, Arcadia, Flor- 
ida, for special training in land planes; in December he 


qualified as a pursuit pilot and” was. ordeaeg to the 
Nevada, where he Was assigned to duty in @harnw of the 
Aviation Division. 

“On January 29, Lieutenant Eekhout went up for a 
radio test in a single-seater pursuit plane; in making a 
steep bank preparatory to landing, his plane crashed to 
the ground. from about 300 feet. The plane was com- 
pletely smashed; when he was taken from the wreck he 

“was still breathing, but he soon died, never regaining 
consciousness. The loss of this fearless and efficient 
young officer, who would have risen, had he lived, to the 
highest ranks of his profession, is a blow .to his friends 
and a misfortune to.the Navy. His short but bright ¢a- 
reer, crowded with work for his country, is and ‘will be 
an inspiration to thé entire naval Service.”

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ArMyY CaNNOoT ENTER INTERCOLLEGIATE Alg Race. 

The invitation extended to the Army Air Service to 
enter the proposed intercollegiate air race scheduled for 
May 7-8 the Intercollegiate Air Association, and to 
loan ma and personnel for the contest, has been de- 
clined by the War Department. It has been pointed 
out to. the president of the association by Benedict 
Crowell, i t Secertary of War, that there is ne 
provision of law whereby the loan could be made for the 
purpese and that even if the law permitted 
the project could not be supported by the Army Air Ser- 
vice for very specific reasons. ‘These, Mr. Crowell 
stated, were insufficient personnel now at hand to accom- 
plish military necessities; that undergraduate ex-Ser- 
vice pilots would be without the necessary training to 
imsure the suecess of the projected race, and that the 
cost would be prohibitive under available appropriation 
and in view of the limited results to be gained for Re- 
serve aviators as training. As a matter of fact, in com- 
petitions in which Army material and personne! are 
sought there is only one way for the projectors fo se- 
eure what they desire, and that is by going to Congress 
for the necessary legislation. There is no question. of 
Army enthusiasm for opportunity to compete and te 
encourage aeronautics, but there is no other recourse 
for the War Department than to obey the law, and it 
is necessary also for Congress to provide the funds. 
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CrvittaN COUNSEL For ENLISTED MEN OF THE Navy. 

The Navy Legal Aid Association of New York city, 
of which Vice Admiral Albert Gleaves, U.S.N., and for- 
mer Assistant Secretary of the Navy Herbert L.. Satter- 
lee are trustees, started a drive on Feb. 23 for founder 
memberships. Many well known men have subscribed 
to this movement. ‘The association was established for 
the _ purpose of providing competent counsel, who are 
familiar with U.S. legal practice, for enlisted men of 
the Navy, who may appear worthy thereof and who may 
be brought before courts-martia]l and courts of inquiry : 
or to render other legal aid and assistance where enlisted 
men from lack of means or by reason of their assign- 
ment to duty at foreign stations, are unable to procure 
it. The association has opened temporary headquarters 
at the Manhattan Navy Club, 13 East 41st street, and 
after March 1 will be prepared to assist in the defense 
of men whose eases are cited for trial. 
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ApMiRAL Benson Favors NAVAL EXPANSION. 

Admiral William S. Benson, U.S.N., in an address 
made at Chicago on Feb. 21 declared that America’s 
future naval policy must be one of expansion and in- 
creased efficiency, according to a press dispatch from 
that city. The strengthening of the Navy, he continued, 
was not for the purpose of aggression, but to further 
the cause of commerce and to maintain America’s status 
among the nations of the world. “Our Navy must 
equal in size any navy in the world, and from the stand- 
point of efficiency must be even better,” he continued. 
“I favor a closer alliance between this country’s com- 
mercial tinterests and the Navy, for in times of peace it 
is the function of the Navy to facilitate foreign com- 
meree.

DEFENSE OF NAVAL DISTRICT ORGANIZATION 
Admiral Fechteler Explains Use to Nation. 

That the naval di:‘rict organization be abandoned by 
the Navy Department was the suggestion put forth by 
Chairman Butler of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs at one of the recent hearings of the committee 
when Rear Admiral A. F. Fechteler, U.S.N., was giv- 
ing information to the members. Chairman Butler in- 
troduced the subject by suggesting the transferring of 
all records of the naval districts to the Navy Depart- 
ment, giving.as his explanation for the proposed change 
that this would be done “with a view perhaps of abol- 
ishing ‘these naval districts; they are costing a great 
deal of money. I do not know whether we can get along 
without them without crippling the Service.” He then 
asked Admiral Fechteler: “Have you anything to say 
about yours?” —, 

Admiral Fechteler said it weuld be a great mistake 
to abolish naval districts, and he disclosed the fact that 
the question had been under consideration in the Navy 
Department and that commandants of districts had 
been asked their opinion on the matter. The Admiral 
put in the record a letter written by him Oct. 11, 1919, 
in reply to a request for his ideas on the subject by 
Rear Admiral ‘Thomas Washington, chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation. 

Admiral Fechteler pointed out in the opening of his 
letter that “the mission of the district commandant iz 
to direct the local naval defenses of the district” and 
showed how this officer co-operated with the Army both 
as regards provision against aerial attack and mine 
planting, giving as a specific instance of such co-opera- 
tion in his district the work of the Army in conducting 
a series of experiments with various types of railway 
artillery at Fort Story (Cape Henry), in which the 
Navy was aiding with the use of naval vessels such as 
tugs for towing targets, a part of the naval district 
communication system, and the use of certain property 
controlled by the Navy as observation stations. This 
was cited “as a part of the peace-time co-operation be- 
tween the two branches of the Service.” 


Working with the Local Authorities. 


He also pointed out that “the experience of the war 
has brought out very forcibly the necessity for co-ordi- 
nation in all activities undertaken by the Government, 
and that experience emphasizes the necessity for con- 
tinuing the co-operation and cordial relations with all 
departments, agencies and representatives of the Fed- 
eral Government, state and municipal government and 
citizenry. Im relieving the Navy Department of all ad- 
ministrative details of the naval districts the district 
commandant is again performing one of the most im- 
portant parts of his mission, the conception being that 
all tasks assigned te the naval district by the Navy De- 
partment, all relations with other departments of the 
Government, with the civil authorities, and with the 
fleet are centralized in the district commandant as the 
head of the naval district. Im carrying out his mission 
to relieve the department of a large amount of adminis- 
trative details the district commandant then decentral- 
izes the above tasks to the various heads of activities, 
who are responsible for their execution.” 

In time of war, as our recent experience showed, he 
stated, the mobilization of hundreds of thousands of 
men and thousands of vessels “never could have been 
ccomplished without

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ADMIRAL SIMS ON MILITARY CRITICISM. 
Washington's Birthday Address in Philadelphia. 


Rear Admiral William 8. Sims, U.S.N., was the ora- 
tor of the day st the University Day exercises at the 
University of Pennsylvania on Feb. 21, the ceremonies 
being in commemoration of Washington’s Birthday, and 
he also received the honorary degree of Doctor of Laws. 


His speech was e‘riefly devoted te advocating the wisdom 
of criticism of the military unpreparedness of the United 
States, quoting from Washington’s writings and speeches 
to press his point. 

“The missing element in Americanism,” said the Ad- 
miral, “is that it does not include adequate solicitude fer 
our safety. The Government, and te a certain extent our 
people, resent criticism of anything American. This ie a 
dangerous attitude that has cost us many thousands of 
lives and many millions im treasure. Every schoolboy 
knows Washington’s injunction that this country should 
be continuously prepared for war. He stated that ‘to be 
prepared for war is one of the most effective means of 
preserving peace’; that ‘a free people ought not only to 
be armed, but disciplined; to which end a well-digested 
plan is requisite.” This injunction has been continu- 
ously neglected since Washington’s time.” 

Our “national defect” of a “proper solicitude as to 
our national security” is probably due, Admiral Sims 
continued, “ehiefly to our belief that our geographical 
isolation renders us practically immune to serious at- 
tack.” He then contrasted our condition with that of 
European countries, constantly in danger from attack, 
and showed that “under these circumstances the truth 
about the actual condition of their armed forces is so 
vitally important that anyone whe can point out a de- 
fect, or suggest an improvement, will earn the gratitude 
of his C..ernment.” He continued : “Officers not actually 
on duly «re at liberty bag aren any criticism they 
please o te actions of the Government or of any of its 
departm . 8. i 





For example, since the signing of the 
armistice books have been published by Admirals Jelli- 
coe, Fisher, Seott and Bacon, and by Field Marsbal 
French. These books contain criticism of such geverity 
as to make any of those which have appeared in America 
seem very mild in comparison. Such of these criticisms 
as subsequent public discussion shows to be well-founded 
will necessarily have the effect of avoiding in future the 
errors they have pointed out. Incidentally, though hardly 
less important, such diseussions serve to create an en- 
lightened public opimion upon these subjects—and effi- 
ciency is hardly possible without a clear understanding 
on the part of the t least ef the necessity for, 
and the necessary elements of, preparedness. 

“In the United States we not only negiect to provide 
for public criticisms of our officers but pag Ayer es it. 
It behooves us, therefore, seriously to recall the admoni- 
tions of our great first President in regard te our prepa- 
ration for war, and adopt the necessary measures to in- 
sure that the public shall at all times b> adequately in- 
formed of its progress, through public < scussion carried 
out under such regulations as to safeguard the public 
interests.” 





In connection with statements that are made about 
Army and Navy officers net being allowed to criticize our 
Government it is well to remember that the soundest, 


and at the same time harshest, criticism ever made of 
our Government’s military policy is to be found in 
Major General Upton’s The Military Policy of the United 
States that has no parallel in military eriticism. It was 
published by the Government through the initiative of 
Elihu Root when he was Secretary of War. Since the 
signing of the armistice Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, 
U.S.N., has been permitted to publish his velume of 
reminiscences, “From Midshipman to Rear Admiral,” 
which not only criticizes harshly the administration ef 
the Navy for the last sixty years but alse contains severe 
criticisms of the Seeretary of the Navy and of living 
Cabinet members. Admiral Sims himself has been per- 
mitted to write his reminiseences of the World War. 
Admiral Mahan was also permitted to write criticisms of 
our lack of a proper naval and military policy in which 
his scholarly restraint did not lessen the force nor the 
power of his criticisms.—Eprror.

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FURLOUGH TO THE RESERVE. 


Closely following its recent statement of intentions in 
the matter of furloughing enlisted men to the Reserve, 
the War Department, undcr date of Feb. 20, issues Cir- 
cular 75, which, gives explicit instructions for furlough- 
img to the Reserve all men who have completed the active 
term for which contracted in their seven-year enlistments. 
The full text of the circular follows: 


FURLOUGH TO REGULAR ARMY RESERVE—RESCISSION OF 
cIR. 49, WAR DEPT. 
Circular 75, Feb. 20, 1920, War Dept. 

1. Commanding officers will furlough to the Regular Army 
Reserve by March 31, 1920, all men enlisted prior to April 2, 
1917, who have completed their prescribed period of. active ser- 
vice, who are not under court-martial charges and who desire 
such furlough. This action will be effected according to the 
following schedule: : . 

a. All men who have completed six years’ active service will 
be furloughed by Feb. 29, 1920. ; j : 

b. All men who have completed five years’ active service will 
be furloughed by March 10, 1920. j 

ec. All men who have completed four years’ active service will 
be furloughed by March 20, 1920, 

d. All men who kave completed three years’ active service, 
where only three years’ active service is required by the terms 
of their enlistment, will be furloughed by March 31, 1920. 

2. Men outside the continental limits of the United States 
who are eligible for furlough to the Reserve and who so desire 
will be sent to the United States on the first available transpor- 
tation for furlough to the Reserve immediately upon their 
arrival.

3. After March 31, 1920, men enlisted prior to April 2, 1917, 
who so desire will be furloughed to the Regular Army Reserve 
upon completion of the active service prescribed by the terms of 
their enlistment.

INVITATION TO JOIN OFFICERS’ R.C. 

Invitation to men who served as commissioned officers 
in the Army during the World War to apply for eom- 
missions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps was issued by 
the War Department on Feb. 25 through the following 
statement: 

“Regardless of the form of the Military E¢fablish- 
ment to be determined by legislation for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Army, it has been realized by the War De- 
partment that a large reserve of commissioned officers 
would be essential. The National Defense Act of 1916 
having provided for such reserve in the form of the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps, the department has, throughout the 
process of demobilization, encouraged officers to con- 
tinue their military career and has been placing in the 
O.R.C. those emergency officers who upon their dis- 
charge from the Service requested such appointment. 
Approximately one-half of the emergency oflicers who 
served during the war have, upon their discharge from 
the Service, requested appointment in the O.R.C. From 
this source approximately 75,000 appointments have 
been made. It is realized that the half of the emer- 
gency officers who did not request appointment in the 
O.R.C. contains much excellent material and that in 
many cases these officers failed to request appointment 
through uncertainty as to their obligations and condi- 
tions of future service, rath y than a lack of desire on 
their part to be held available for service. The War 
Department is now making efforts to secure requests 
for appointment in the Reserve Corps from these emer- 
gency officers who did not at the time of their discharge 
make such request. As a first step letters are being ad- 
dressed to more than 400 men who served as general 
officers during the war, requesting them to furnish the 
War Department with the names of the most capable 
and efficient emergency officers who have come under 
their observation or under the observation of their sub- 
ordinate commanders. From these lists of names it is 
hoped that many valuable officers will be added to the 
Reserve Corps. 

“Should the growth of the O.R.C. continue, its 
strength and efficiency be maintained, and provision be 
made for the training and instruction of its members, 
the necessity for training camps to provide officers for 
the Army in a future emergency may disappear and the 
officer material for the Army may be taken almost ex- 
clusively from the Reserve Corps. It thus appears to 
be distinctly to the advantage of those who contemplate 
Serving as officers in a future emergency to become 
members of the O.R.C. in order to be assured an oppor- 
tunity for service. ‘Those officers now being commis- 
sioned in the O.R.C. have had considerable training as 
officers during the World War and the War Department 
does not believe that the expense of calling them for 
training during the coming summer would be justified. 
Future training of Reserve officers is dependent upon 
Army reorganization and funds appropriated for the 
purpose,” 





No O.R.C. Camps in 1920. 

As a consequence of the opinion expressed above im 
regard to officers commissioned in the Reserve Corps 
having had considerable training the War Department 
has adopted the policy that there be no training camps 
for the O.R.C. in 1920, and it was announced on Feb. 
25 that the O.R.C. will not in general be called out for 
active duty for training during this year under the pro- 
vision of the National D.fense Act authorizing officers 
to be so called fot a period not exceeding fifteen days.

Gazette, “the Mediterranean fleet was the most powerful 
force of the navy, but from thence onward its strength 
gradually diminished as the home fleet was built up in 
reply to the German menace. From the professional 
standpoint, the cruise is also important as being the 
first under peace conditions on which submarines have 
accompanied the big ships. The battleship divisions of 
the fleet will be at full strength, except for the Malaya, 
which left Portsmouth for Kiel.

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Coast GUARD CUTTER CONTRACTS ANNULLED. _ 

The Treasury Department has canceled contracts’ of 
about $2,500,000 for the construction of five Coast 
Guard cutters which had been awarded to the Norway- 
Pacific Shipbuilding Co. of Everett, Wash., because that 
concern was unable to finance the work. Contracts will 
be readvertised. One of these cutters, which are larger 
than any in the service of the Coast Guard, was to have 
been delivered in December, and three were to be ready 
Feb. 1 and the fourth March 1, but the shipyard had not 
even proceeded to the laying of the keels. It is believed

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UNIVERSAL TRAINING LEGISLATION. 
Not Included in House Army Bill. 

Although the House Committee on Military Affairs, b 
a vote of 11 to 9.on Feb. 20, agreed to incorporate 4a 
provision for universal military training in the Hous 
Army Reorganization bill, open opposition to the adoptio 
of this principle among many of the House member 
resulted in the omission of the training features in the 
bill as introduced by Mr. Kahn on Feb. 26 (the text o 
the bill, H.R. 12775, is noted on page 795). 

Led by Mr.*Anthony, who has held to the opinion from 
the beginning of the discussion over the present bill tha’ 
universal military training should be considered as 
separate problem from Army reorganization, a group @ 
representatives tried to have this whole subject placed 
in the hands of a commission for investigation and repor' 
In addition to Mr. Anthony this group included Repre 
sentatives McKenzie, Hull, Kearns, Fields, Quin, Wis 
and Harrison. This commission was to be empowered 
to submit a report offering a number of suggestions eithe 
f disapprove or approve the training. This suggestio 
of a commission was hotly debated in the executive se 
sion and was defeated by a vote of 12 to 8. 

The composition of the proposed commission was th 
basis for considerable discussion. There was a questio 


whether it would not be advisable to name three Sena 
tors, three Representatives and three Regular Army off 
cers, making a total of nine members, including Chairma 


Kahn and Chairman Wadsworth of the Senate Com 


mittee on Military Affairs. It is understood that Hous 
leaders cautioned against giving places to three Regul 
Army members and the two chairmen as tending to p 
judge favorable action on the question of universal trai 


ing. Next the question of five Senators and five Rep 
sentatives had been discussed and House leaders are sai 
to have favored this composition. But the final resul 
was the failure of the commission plan. Mr. Anthony i 


voting against universal military training said that i 


was “our duty to re-establish the status of the Regul 
Army at the earliest possible date and having accom 
plished this to take up the question of training.” M 
Kahn’s position was that the training adherents recog 
nized the fact of Mr. Anthony’s opinion, but that it wa 
logical and expedient to incorporate a provision in tb 
Army bill for the training of American youths. 

On Feb. 24 it was announced that universal milita 
training would be omitted from the House Army RB 
organization bill and be the subject of separate legisl 
tion at the next session of Congress. This plan, it w 
stated, was the result of an agreement between Chai 
man Kahn and the majority leaders after two days 
informal conference. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs complet 
its final revision and draft of the Army Reorganizati 
bill on Feb. 25, when by a vote of 11 to 5 it was d 
cided to report the measure to the House without a se 
tion providing for the adoption of compulsory univers 


military training, thus completely reversing its actié 
of Feb. 20. The training feature will be the subject 
special legislation to be prepared by a sub-committee 
seven members of the Military Committee, who will i 
vestigate every phase of such a policy. The bill w 
reported to the House on Feb. 26, and Mr. Kahn stat 
that he would name this committee during the wee 
When the committee is ready to present its report, whi 
is not expected to be before the next session of Congrd 
in December, advocates of universal training are eon 
dent that as separate legislation it will be assured prom 
House consideration and not be subjected to slow dea 
by remaining on the calendar. 
Committee to Study Universal Training. 

A way out of the difficulty presented to Cong 
through the introduction of universal military traini 
legislation at the worst possible time for its success 
pears to have been found by members of the Mili 
Committee of the House. The necessity for econo 
in national expenditures so strongly insisted upon 
Mr. Mondell in the House, the opposition to the priz 
ple of universal military training expressed by 
gressmen from the Southern and Western states, 
political considerations, have been a combination of d 
cumstances that made it seem impossible to-pass leg 
lation creating universal military training at this s 
sion of Congress. As a compromise between those 
posed to the plan for any of the above reasons and 
insisting on it becoming law comes the agreement by 
members of the House Committee on Military Af 
that a sub-committee shall be appointed to draw us 
arate legislation for military training, Mr. Kahn to 
its chairman, 

This plan agreed upon by the Military Committee 
having a sub-committee make a thorough study of 
military training problem is an excellent solution 
the present situation into which economic and polit 
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> 
considerations enter so largely and of whigh only the 
economic viewpoint is our concern. It is fm be hoped 
that the Military Committee will ask fore appoint- 
ment of one or more Regular Army officers @ work with 
them in making the study and preparing the report and 
bill. This would give to the members of Congress the 
professional knowledgé, advice and assistance of the 
Army officers who know much more about the subject 
than amateur military students who have been forcing 
this issue at this session of Congress, and most unwisely 
since the country is suffering the inevitable after-war in- 
difference or opposition to the proper upbuilding of the 
Military Establishment. 

In addition to this such a study as is proposed. to 
be made by the House sub-committee should ‘in- 
clude a complete and authoritative report on the cost 
of universal military training. Then we would be saved 
from the tangle presented to-day when estimates as to 
the cost of the adoption of universal military training 
prepared by the General Staff, Senator Wadsworth, Rep- 
resentative Kahn and Mondell all- differ. A sub-commit- 
tee such as this if it does its work thoroughly and gives 
intelligent consideration to all aspects of the problem, 
may be of inestimable service to the plan of universal 
military training since it should represent deliberation in 
the matter of acquiring knowledge of the subject, in 
passing judgment on the whole question, and the last 
word in determining the question of the cost to the coun- 
try. . Universal military training could then go before the 
eountry for adoption on a stronger and sounder basis 
than it ever has before. 








SOME CONGRESSMEN AND THE ARMY. 

The misinformation and peculiar point of view con- 
cerning the Army, added to more or less prejudice, enter- 
tained by some members of Congress, was examplified 
during the debate on the Military Academy bill which 
took place in the House on Feb. 17, and which is reported 
in the Congressional Record of that date. When the item 
providing $26,500 for the pay of seven professors at West 
Point was reached Congressman Little, of Kansas, made 
the point of order that “there is no law authorizing that 
appropriation.” Congressman Anthony assured the 
Kansas Congressman that such a law was in existence, 
but Mr. Little continued his denial at length, declaring 
that he had consulted law books, but had been unable to 
find the desired section. Congressman Anthony then 
cited Section 1336, as amended by Section 4 of the act 
of June 23, 1879. When the item was reached appropri- 
ating $1,000 for the pay of the commandant of cadets, 
who ranks as a major in the Regular Establishment, in 
addition to his regular pay, making his pay that of a 
colonel, Congressman Little, in opposing the allowance, 
declared: “The military arm of this Government must 
learn to obey the law.” Congressman W. F. Stevenson, 
also opposing, asked: ““Why is it worth more to serve at 
West Point than it is to serte in Washington?” to which 
Congressman Anthony replied: “It is considered a little 
more arduous and to be & more important position.” 
Congressman T. W. Harrison explained that the item 
has been carried in every appropriation bill for the Mili- 
tary Academy for years, whereupon Congressman Steven- 
gon subsided. 

Congressman Little broke forth again when the pro- 
vision of the pay of three battalion commanders (majors), 
in addition to pay as captains, amounting to $1,800, was 
reached. He asserted that “there is no authority of law 
for keeping a battalion thereat all.”’ Congressman J. 
M. Morin expluined that the Corps of Cadets is or- 
ganized as a battalion. Mr. Little asked how many 
cadets there are at West Point. Mr. Morin replied that 
“at the last examination, when about 100 were fours 
deficient, there were 660 cadets.” Mr. Little answered: 
“That would not make a battalion, let alone three bat- 
talions.’” Mr. Morin said that with about 500 cadets 
who are expected to enter the Academy in June the Corps 
of Cadets would number about 1,200. Mr. Little eon- 
tinued: “That would be a battalion. There is only one 
battalion at West Point that I ever heard of. I do not 
know any reason whg there should be three officers there 
commanding a battalion.” Congressman McKenzie said: 
“The gentleman frota Kansas has in mind the tactical 
organization of a fidd regiment, which does not apply at 
West Point; but we will have something over 1,200 
eadets there, which will constitute a regiment, making it 
necessary to have @ colonel in command; and if you have 
a colonel in command and it is a regimental organization 
you will have your battalion commanders.” Other Con- 
gressmen endeavored to induce the Congressman from 
Kansas to see the light, but he replied: “This thing of 
taking men out and drilling them is a very small part of 
the making of an army, and after it is once done there 
is not much more of it to do.” A few moments later he 
asked: “Who is running this Government, anyway—the 
Congress of the United States or the War Department?” 
He continued: “I say the duties of a major in com- 
mand of a battaHion at West Point do not amount to any- 
thing. They éo not need him there at all.” Among 
other pearls of thought presented by the Kansas Con- 
gressman were these: “Is it true that the laws of the 
United States are so scattered and so roughly and 
erudely drawn that it is mighty hard for anybody to tell 
what they are?” “Everybody obeys the law but the Army. 
I would remind the House Committee on Military Affairs 
hat for many years they have been violating the law 
with impunity, and following the orders of the War 
Department with impunity and proceeding to make 


es Jaw to govern the Army of this country in appropria- 
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tion bills.” Congressman J; R. Mann, of Illinois, eb- 
served that “field musicians, they may be buglers, are 
not the ordinary private soldier.” Congressman Baer, 
of North Dakota, declared that “colonels in the Army,” 
and others “have quite an army of chauffeurs running 
around with them, and we need them in other branches 
of the Service instead of acting as chauffeurs.”

TWO BRIGADIER GENERALS FOR ENGINEERS. 

Following a suggestion made by Secretary of War 
Baker in favor of allowing two brigadier generals for 
the Corps of Engineers, Senator Ransdell on Feb. 21 pro- 
posed an amendment to the Senate Army Reorganization 
bill, providing that “the permanent personnel,of the 
Corps of Engineers ghall consist of one Chief of Engi- 
neers with the rank of major general, two assistant 
Chiefs of Engineers with rank of brigadier general, and 
900 officers and 16,000 enlisted men,” with the reserve 
personnel constituting Reserve officers and Reservists of 
the organized Reserves and National Guard. Mr. Rans- 
dell asked that the amendment be printed and lie on the 
table. Secretary Baker’s statement before the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs on Jan. 21, 1920, in ref- 
erence to this point was: 

“You will find in this operations study a suggestion 
that there be two brigadier generals allowed in the Corps 
of Engineers, and I want to say a word in favor of that. 
As I recall the bill, it provides a brigadier general in 
The Adjutant General’s Office. I think that unnecessary. 
I do not see any necessity for that. I think the briga- 
dier general in The Adjutant General’s Office is a wholly 
unnecessary rank. On the other hand, that there ought 
to be two brigadier generals in the Corps of Engineers, 
for this reasqgn: The Corps of Engineers has two very 
distinct and almost separate functions. It has work in 
connection with improvement of rivers and harbors, and 
that work is of a highly scientific and technical engi- 
neering character. -“The Engineers. ought to have a 
brigadier. general who would be in charge of that branch 
of the work. The bill you provide recogniz® the im- 
portance of the engineering work from a military view 
and I think the Chief of Engineers ought to have a 
brigadier general in charge of that work, so that those 
two brigadier gerierals would preside over these two sep- 
arate functions of that department.” 

Senator Ransdell stated that his attention was directed 
to Mr. Baker’s recommendation by Major Gen. Alex- 
ander Mackenzie, a former Chief of Engineers. Senator 
Ransdell expreased the view that: “It is only reasonable 
to expect that the rank of brigadier general be given to 
the officer who is in charge of this separate and important 
work. The engineer officer in charge of the military con- 
nection should also hold the rank of brigadier general.” 
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PROMINENT Epvucators TO Discuss R.O.T.O. AFFarrs. 


In the development of Reserve officers by means of the 
R.O.T.C. system the Army officers on duty as military in- 
structors and the civilian authorities and professors at 
the educational institutions co-operate to a very great 
extent. This idea of co-operation is based upon mutual 
uz*erstanding and to promote this understanding twe 
important conferences of Army officers on R.O.T.C. duty 
and representatives of educational associations will be 
conducted by the General Staff in Washington, D.C., dur- 
ing the month of March. The conferences will be directed 
by Col. Frank J. Morrow, G.S., chief of the R.O.T.C. 
Branch of the War Plans Division. The first conference 
will begin on March 1 and will be attended by officers in 
charge of R.O.T.C. affairs representing the various de- 
partment commanders and chiefs of services, and by cer- 
tain professors of military science and tactics. It will 
also be attended by prominent educators representing the 
following educational associations: Association of Amer- 
ican Colleges, Association of Land Grant Colleges, As- 
sociation of American Universities, Association of State 
Universities, Association of State Colleges, the Associa- 
tion of Normal Schools, Association of Urban Universi- 
ties, Association of Separated State Universities, Catho- 
lic Educational Association and the Association of Mili- 
tary Colleges and Schools. Many important matters con- 
nected with R.O.T.C. affairs will be discussed at this 
conference. The second conference will begin on March 
12. At this conference members of the General Staff will 
meet superintendents and other representatives of high 
schools for the purpose of considering various problems 
connected with the B.O.T.C. in the high schools. 

THe ARMIES OF GREAT BRITAIN AND FRANCE. 

The British Secretary of War, Winston Spencer 
Churchill, announced in the House of Commons on Feb. 
23 that conscription in Great Britain will be abolished 
on March 31, 1920, and that within a month from that 
date the last conscript will be entitled to be released. 
He added that Great Britain has succeeded in raising 
and organizing att entirely new volunteer army, which, 
at the time conseription would lapse, would number 
about 220,000, excluding treops serving in India. The 
nation, he said, with the reorganized army would be able 
to place in the field, in case of emergency, a force of 
twenty divisions, with cavalry and auxiliary services, 
and supplied with the most modern arms and equipment 
any British army ever had. Incidentally, the Secretary 
announced that a new army tank has been produced 
which has a speed‘of.twenty miles per hour and which 
has a mechanieally long life. In a trial run of 1,000 
miles “practically no wear developed. A press message 
from Paris @ngs that in harmony with the advice of 
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Marshal Foch that France ‘malate a large arm 
least for the immediate future, it appears to be the de- 
cision of the French government to keep an army of 

1,000,000 men until there is some assurance that so 

many men are not needed. There are now about 800,000 © 
men in the army. The new class will number about — 
300,000 and 120,000 who have completed three years’ 
service are about to be discharged. . It is said to be the 
‘opinion of the French Minister of War that France 
should keep about 100 divisions organized.

Special cases, 
such as the nomination of special officers, are sent sep- 
arately to the committee on special rolls during the — 
course of the week. Under this plan the Senate com — 
mittee is assured of having before it at each of ite © 
meetings nominations to fill all vacancies which occurred 
during. the preceding week, thus facilitating action by 
the committee in every way. 


GERMAN WARSHIPS ALLOCATED TO Navy. a 

Five German warships, classed as a battleship, @ 
@uiser and three destroyers, have been allocated to the — 
U.S. Navy under the terms of the armistice and are — 
awaiting the disposal of the Navy Department. It fs — 
said only the battleship, which is of a smal! class, is 
capable of moving under her own power, and that the — 
other ships have been stripped of everything movable by ~ 
the Germans and by souvenir hunters. Under the termig — 
the Navy would be in honor bound to dispose of the ved 
sels in one year, and since the Service is short of per 
sonnel and it has no use for craft that will only add to 
its burdens, it is regarded as probable that the problem, 
will be solved by taking the ships and sinking them in iQ 
midocean. At least that appears to be the most con- 
sistent solution and one which hag been recommended, it — 
is understood, by Vice Admiral Harry S. Knapp, cam- 
manding the U.S. Naval Force in European waters.

HOUSE ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL. 
The Bill As Introduced. 


The text of the House Army R-organization bill, as it 
stands after weeks of discussion and revision by the 
Committee on Military Affairs, was presented to the 
House of Representatives by Chairman Kahn on Feb. 
25 without any provision for universal military training 
and with many minor changes in the text of the tenta- 
tive draft, the explanatory notes on which we printed in 
eur issue of Jan. 10, page 575. 

The provision for two lieutenant generals does not 
appear in this bill. There are slight changes in the pay 
of the enlisted men; the Assistant Secretary of War is 
eharged with the supervision and procurement of all 
military supplies and shall have a salary of $10,000 a 
year; the Inspector General and Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral shall have the rank of brigadier general, after the 
present oceupants of those positions end their tours of 
duty. The total authorized enlisted strength of the 
Army is the same as provided in the tentative draft, a 
total of 280,000 men. 

When Chairman Kahn introduced the Army Reorgani- 
zation bill in the House on Feb. 26 he also presented 
the usual accompanying report. The text of this report 
is made up from the explanatory notes furnished with 
the original draft of this bill and which we printed in 
full in our issue of Jan. 10, page 755, Chairman Kahn’s 
report noting the changes that have been made in the bill 
in the course of revision. These appear in the text of 
the bill. 





Minority Report Presented. 

In a minority report Representative Caldwell de- 
elared the mensure submitted by Mr. Kahn was “not an 
Army reorganu bill in any ‘sense,” and complained 
that the bili wouid not provide an adequate Army for 
the. country. The report continued: “The bill {s not 
constructive, but destructive, for under it it will be im- 
possible to have as large or as an efficient a force as can 
be secured under the Natioanl Defense Act without 
amendment. While the bill, in terms, authorizes 299,- 
000 enlisted strength by change in term of enlistment 
and the repeal of the provisions authorizing an enlisted 
reserve, it makes it impossible for the Government to 
have under its control at any time more than 125,000 
mn, and consequently it would be in a position where it 
would not have use for more than 5,000 or 6,000 officers, 
10,000 at the outside, while the bill provides for 17,700 
officers.” 

The bill, giving its full substance in only slightly con- 
densed form except where otherwise noted, is as follows: 

H.R. 12775, Mr. Kahn.—To amend an act entitled “An act for 
making further and more effectual provision for the national 
defense, and for other purposes,” appreved June 3, 1916. 


Composition of the Army. 

Ze it enacted, ete. that Sec. 2 of said act be amended by 
striking out same and inserting in lieu thereof: 

“Sec. 2. Composition of the Regular Army.—The Regelar 
Army of the United States shall consist of the Infantry, Cav- 
alry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery Corps, Air Service, Corps 
of Engineers and Signal Corps, the brigade, divisions, army 
corps, and army headquarters; which shall be designated as com. 
batant arms or line of the Army; General Staff Corps; The Adju- 
tant General's Department; Inspector General’s Department; 
Judge Advocate General's Department; Quartermaster Corps; 
Finance Department; Medical Department Ordnance Depart- 
ment; Chemical Warfare Service; officers of the Bfireau of In- 
sular Affairs; officers and enlisted men under the jurisdiction 
of Militia Bureau; chaplains; band leaders; professors and ca- 
dets of the U.S. Military Academy; detached officers; detached 
enlisted men; unassigned recruits; Indian Scouts; officers and 
enlisted men of retired list; and such other officers and enlisted 
men as are now or may hereafter be provided for. Except in 
time of war or similar emergency when public safety demands 
it, number of enlisted men of combatant arms of Regular Army 
shall at no time exeeed 250,000; of the Philippine Scouts, 
12,000; of unassigned recruits, 7,000; total enlisted strength of 
the Regular Army, including combatant and the non-combatant 
arms, but excluding the Philippine Scouts and the unassigned 
recruits, shall not exceed 280,000. 

Sec. 2. Rewrites Sec. 3, National Defense act, to read: 
“Sec. 3. Composition of Brigades, Divisions, and so forth.— 
The troops of the Regular Army of the U.S. shall be organized 
as President may prescribe, as far as practicable, into brigades, 
divisions, army corps, and armies all within the limits of the 
personnel authorized by law.” 

Sec. 3. Rewrites Sec. 4, N.D.A., to read: “Sec. 4. Oficers.— 
Officers commissioned to and holding in Army office of general 
officer shall hereafter be known as general officers of the line. 
Officers commissioned to and holding in Army an office other 
than that of general officer, but to which the rank of a general 
officer is attached, shall be known as general officers of the 
staff. There shall be one general, until a vacancy occurs in that 
office, after which it shall cease to exist; twenty-one major gen- 
erals and forty-six brigadier generals of the line; 599 colonels; 
674 lieutenant colonels; 2,245 majors; 4,490 captains; 4,266 
first lieutenants; 2,694 second lieutenants; also number of 
officers of the Medical Department, chaplains and band leaders 
hereinafter provided for, and profes as now authorized by 
law, and numbers S«rein prescribed shall not be exceeded: 
Provided, That major generals of line shall be appointed from 
officers of grade of brigadier general of line, and brigadier 
generals of line shall be appointed from officers of the grade of 
colonel of line. 

Officers of all grades in Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, 
Coast Art. Corps, Corps of Engineers and Medical Dept.; officers 
above grade of captain in Air Service, Signal Corps, J.A.G. 
Dept., J.M.C., Ordnance Dept., Finance Dept., and Chemical 
Warfare Service, and all chaplains, band leaders and professors 
shall be permanently commissioned in their respective branch 
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listed and commissioned, amounts to five years; vacancies for 
which there are no applicants possessing necessary service and 
qualifications as prescribed by Secretary of War, may be flied 
by appointment of persons serving or who have served as Army 
field clerks or field clerks, Q.M.C.; hereafter no appointments as 
Army field clerks or field clerk, Q.M. Corps, shall made. The 
warrant officers authorized shall be assigned to the several 
branches as Secretary of War may direct, shall receive base pay 
at $1,320 a year and allowances of second lieutenant, and shall 
be entitled. to longevity pay and to retirement under same condi- 
tions as commissioned officers; warrant officers shall take rank 
next below second lieutenants and among themselves according 
to date of respective warrants. 

“Bee. 4b. Bnlisted Men.—The grades of enlisted men shall be 
such as President may direct, with monthly base pay at rate of 
$75 for first grade, $60 for second, $50 for third, $40 for 
fourth, $33 for fiith, and $230 ior sixth. Of total authorized 
number of enlisted men, those in first grade shall not exceed 
2 per cent., in second grade 2, third grade 10, fourth grade 10, 
and fifth grade 32 per cent. 

“Existing laws providing for continuous service pay are 
hereby repealed, and hereafter enlisted men shall receive in- 
crease of 10 per cent. of base pay for each five years of service 
in Army, or service by existing law is held equivalent, not te 
exceed 40 per cent. 

“Under regulations as Secretary of War may prescribe, en- 
men shall reeeive monthly pay for qualification as follows: 

s expert gunner, Field Art., as expert telegrapher, Sig. Corps, 
and as expert rifleman, Inf., Cav., Air Serv. and Engr., $5; 
as first-class gunner, Field and Coast Art., as teleg., Ist el., Sig. 
Corps, and as sharpshooter, Inf., Cav., Air Serv. and Engr., $3; 
as second-class gunner, Field and Coast Art., as teleg., 2d cl., 
Sig. Corps, and as marksman, Inf., Cav., Air Serv. and 
Engrs., $2. Detached enlisted men shall be eligible for qualifi- 
cation pay as in branches to which their service is assimilated. 

“Under regulations as Secretary of War may prescribe, en- 
listed men of fifth and. sixth grades may be rated as specialists, 
and receive extra pay per month: First class, $20; second, 18; 
third, $15; fourth, $12; fifth, $8; sixth, $3. Of total author- 
ized in fitth and sixth grades, those rated as specialists of first 
class shall not exceed 0.7 per cent.; second class, 1.5; third 
class, 1.9; fourth class, 4.7; fifth class, 5; sixth class, 15.2 
per cent.; laws providing for extra duty pay for enlisted men 
are hereby repealed. That nothing in this section shall operate 
to reduce pay which any enlisted man is now receiving, during 
his current enlistment and while he holds his present grade. 

“Sec. 4c. Assignments.—Officers and enlisted men shall be 
assigned to several branches of Army as hereafter directed, a 
suitable proportion of each grade in each branch, but President 
may increase or diminish number of officers or enlisted men 
assigned to any branch by not more than total of 10 per cent.: 
Provided, That total number authorized in any grade by this 
act is not exceeded. No officer shall be transferred from one 
branch of service to another under provisions of this section 
without own consent. Except otherwise prescribed by law, 
chiefs and assistants to chiefs of several branches shall here- 
after be appointed for four-year periods by President, by and 
with advice and consent of Senate, from among general officers 
of line or officers commissioned in respective branches in grades 
not below that of colonel, and such appointments shall not 
ereate vacancies. In The A.G. Dept., 1.G. Dept., and the Bu- 
reau of Insular Affairs such appointments may be from officers 
commissioned in any of combatant arms, Upon retirement of 
auy ofiicer who has served as chief or assistant io chief of any 
branch, ufless in meantime he shall have’ been )romoted to a 
higher grade, he shall receive rank and retired pay of grade 
which he held as such chief or assistant. In time of peace no 
officer of line shall be or remain detailed as a member of Gen- 
eral Staff Corps unless he has served for two of next preceding 
six years in actual command of troops of one or more combatant 
arms; and in time of peace every officer serving im a grade 
below that of brigadier general shall perform duty with troops 
of one or more of combatant arms for at least one year in every 
period of five consecutive years, except that officers of less than 
one year’s commissioned: service in Regular Army may be de- 
tailed as students at service schools. An officer- commissioned 
in a staff corps shall not bs or remain detailed as a member of 
the Gen. Staff Corps unless he has served for one of next pre- 
ceding five years with troops of one or more of combatant arms. 
Jn administration of this provision, all duty performed between 
April 6, 1917, and July 1, 1920, imelusive, shail be regarded as 
satisfying requirements of service with combatant arms. Exist- 
ing laws in so far as they restrict detail or assignment of offi- 
cers are hereby repealed, The Secretary of War shall annually 
report to Congress the numbers, grades and assignments of offi- 
cers and enlisted men of Army, and number, kinds ang strength 
of organizations pertaining to each branch of the Service.” 


The General Staff. 


Sec. 4. Rewrites Sec, 5, National Defense Act, to read: 
“See. 5. General Stef Corps.—Shall consist of the Chief 
of Staff, the War Department General Staff, and. the 
General Staff with troops. The W.D. Gen. Staff shall consist of 
the Chief of Staff and four assistants selected by President from 
general officers of line, and 88 other officers of grades not be- 
low captain. The G.S. with troops shall consist of such number 
of officers not below captain as may be necessary to perform 
G.S. duties of headquarters of territorial departments, armies, 
army corps, divisions and brigades, and as military attachés 
abroad. In time of peace detail of an officer as a member of 
G.S8. Corps shall be for four years, unless sooner relieved, and 
such details shall be limited to officers whose names are borne 
on list of G.S. Corps eligibles. The initial eligible list shall be 
prepared by board consisting of commandant of the Gen. Staff 
College, commandant of General Service Schools, and one other 
general officer selected by Secretary of War who is not then a 
member of the G.S. Corps. This board shali select and report 
names of all officers of Regular Army, National Guard and 
Officers’ Reserve Corps of following classes recommended by 
them as qualified by education, military experience and char- 
acter for General Staff duty: 

“(a) Those officers graduated from Army Staff College or 
Army War College prior to July 1, 1917, who, upon graduation, 
were specifically recommended for duty as commander or chief 
of staff of a division or higher tactical unit, or for duty in G.S.

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HEARINGS ON NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS. 
Admiral Parks Before Committec. 

Rear Admiral Charles W. Parks, U.S.N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Decks, submitted to the sub-com- 
mittee on appropriations ef the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs, a report of the expenditures made by the 
bureau on new construction and repairs on the eastern 
coast during the war and after hostilities had ended. 
Representative Britten conducted the session, closely 
questionjng Admiral Parks on the various items, and 
especially on building rations after the armistice. In 
answer to questions Admiral Parks followed the reports 
of the Navy Department, whieb referred to the cost of 
imprevements and erection of buildings and drydocks. 
Seventeen million dollars were expended at the New 
York Navy Yard and $11,000,000 at Norfolk, $1,000,000 
of this amount being for a new pier. Mr. Britten thought 
that an expenditure of $235,000, which sum totaled the 
cost of twe temporary weoden buildings which were used 
for the protection of material at Norfolk, was excessive. 

“How did we get over to Newpert News?’ asked 
Chairmar Butler, of the committee, when Admiral 
Parks said that $127,000 had been expended there for 
barracks. The demand of the Bureau of Operations was 
instrumental in causing the Navy Department to build 
at Newport News, according to the Admiral. In making 
an extension to the marine barracks, erecting a new hos- 
pital and general maintenance at Parris Island, an ex- 
penditure of $2,500,000 resulted, said the Admiral. In 
this sum was $33,000 contracted for installing a water 
system from Port Royal te Parris Island, and also $97,- 
000 for a power plant and heating system. The i 
developed confirmation of the that the Navy De- 
partment will operate big flying is at Hampton Roads 
and that t't arine Corps will conduct such fields at 
Quantico and Parris Island. Already $94,000 has been 
allotted by the bureou to the field at the latter place. 
The sum of $6,200.000 was expended at Pearl Harbor, 
with $5,000,000 of this for a drydock. In this connec- 
tion Admiral Parks said that it will be necessary te 
make additional changes te Pearl Harbor dock, such as 
new blecks in order to bear the new type of ships which 
the department has under construction. This will ‘cost 
$80,000 and a similar change will be effected at the Bos- 
ton Navy Yard at a cost of $90,000. In order that 
Pensacola may be in a class with the best ay 
in the world, and due to its climatic situation; sum 
of 00,000 was a te the aviation field there 
and for general maintenance during the war. Although 
this was a large sum for one field the consensus of opin- 
ion ameng the committee members was that the money 
was invested in a branch of the Service which more and 
more calls for expert attention as well as financial aid 
and co-operation from Congress. 

Progress of Philadelphia and Norfolk Yards. 

Mr. Britten questioned Admiral Parks on the failure 
of the Navy Department to institute the bu and 
contract for the Philadelphia and Norfolk Navy Yards 
at the same time. “Did not the last chief advise the 
Secretary of 1' > Navy that it weuld be a business policy 
from an economic stand t te accept both cantracts at 
the same tire?” asked Mr. Britten. “Why was the work 
delayed at Philadelphia?’ Admiral Parks replied by 
stating that be was not cognizant of this in any form 
nor had he heard of it before. “I see that $21,500,000 
was allotted to the Philadelphia Yard and only thirty- 
two per cent. of the drydeck was completed at the armi- 
stice,” said Mr. Britten, whe then asked the latest per- 
cen of completion. Admiral Parks replied that it 
was fifty-five per cent. completed. Mr. Britten estimated 
that although it was reported that $6,300,000 was ex- 
pended at Norfolk, the drydock eventually would cost 
more than $9,000,000. The Admiral did not agree with 


this estimate. Mr. Butler was displeased at times over the _ 


expenditures made at certain yards and time and again 
asked the Admiral from what source the money came. 
Admival Parks said that most of the money was eb- 
tained-from the Emergency Fund and that it was per- 
fectly legal. : 

Mr. Britten sought infermation in connection with 
propaganda coming to his office, he said, and to other 
members of Congress purporting to request the Con- 
gressmen to do all in their power toward passage of a 
bill en claims against the Government made by contrae- 
tors on Government construction during the war.

The cerps will ssk Congress 
to autherize a strength of 27,400, he said. Generals r- 
nett and Lejeune asked that the enlistment period con- 
tinue to be two-year and four-year periods, and they said 
that they would not advocate a one-year period for the 
Marines. Another proposal is te have 8,000 Marines at 
Quantico to be known as the itionary Ferce of the 
Marine Corps. This foree will ready for any emer- 
eney, said General Barnett. In reply te Representative 
Padgett the Geueral said that plans call for making San 
Diego, Calif., the “Quantico of the Pacific.”

NAVY AVIATION NOTES. 

The Navy Department has authorized participation in 
the aeronautical show, New York, March 6-13. The re- 
cruiting officer in New York has charge of the arrange- 
ments and he will have the co-operation of the command- 
ing officer of the Navy aviation station at Rockaway 
Beach in installing the Navy's exhibit. 

The Bureau of Navigation is investigating the matte 
of designation of officers as student Navy avixuters. Des. 
nation as such, it is stated, will be taken away from all 
who are net habitually and frequently employed in flight 
duty. 

A commendatory letter from Secretary Daniels has 
been sent Comdr. Albert M. Cohen, U.S.N., new attached 
to headquarters in Paris, who looked after demobiliza- 
tion of Navy aviation in France, for the suecess of his 
efforts and the complete reports he submitted on Navy 
air activities in France. 

The Navy aviation complement of enlisted personnel 
has practically been filled. It is the pelicy of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation to re-enlist for aviation duty only 
such men as have held aviation ratings on present en- 
listment. General service men who desire to re-enlist 
for aviation will have to be sent to school before qualify- 
ing for aviation duty. The major part of aviation per- 
sonnel is new in school at the Great Lakes Naval Train- 
ing Station. 

The Bureau of Mines has reported that the installa~ 
tion of new apparatus in the Experimental Helium Plant 
No. 3, Petrolia, Texas, is nearing completion and that 
experimental runs will soon be resumed there. It is ex- 
pected that the ultimate use fer this plant will be demon- 
strated in the next experimental run.

The US. destroyer. Hunt, launched at 
Newport News, Va., on Feb. 14, was named after a for~ 
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mer Secretary of the Navy, William H. Hunt, aopsintes 
by President Garfield in 1881. Mr. Hunt was really the 
father of the modern United States Navy, says the New 
York Tribune, a view confirmed by Rear Admiral — 
ley A. Fiske, U.S.N., im a letter to that paper. 
Hunt appointed, on June 29, 1881, the first val rvs 
visory Board, headed by Rear Admiral John 
and instructed it to prepare “a practical and plain state- 
ment of the pressing need of appropriate vessels in the 
Service at the present time.” ‘The work of this board 
unified naval opinion and enabled the department to pre- 
,sent plans which Congress was willing to approve. As a 
consequence of its activities the first four steel vessels 
of the new Navy were laid down: The Chicago, Boston, 
Atlanta and Dolphin. An error in a press dispatch re- 
ported the destroyer Hunt as named after Timothy A. 
Hunt. 

Chaplains’ Corps Device. 

The Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, on Feb. 
20 announeed the following change in Uniform Regula- 
tious No. 28, dated Nov. 13, 1919, Paragraph 6, (e): 
“In reference the width of each arm of the Latin Cross 
of tht Chaplain’s Corps Device is given as three-eighths 
of an inch.

Accident on the U.S.8. Kilty.

Destroyer No. 329, now under construction at the 
Bethlehem Shipbuilding Company, San Francisco, Calif., 
has been named Bruce, in honor of Lieut. Frank Bruce, 
U.S.N., who, while in command of the mine sweeper 
Bobolink, was k:lled May 17, 1919, when a mine which 
the Bobolink was heaving in exploded.

SIXTY-SIXTH CONGRBESS. 

SECOND SESSION, 

Pay Increase Bill to Go to Conference. 

The only move made.in the matter of Service pay in- 
crease legislation in the past week was the announce- 
ment of Mr. Kelley on Feb. 26 that -he would ask the 
Speaker of the House to appoint the House conferees on 
Feb. 27,and ask for a conference. The House ¢on- 
ferees will be Representatives Butler, Kelley and Pad- 
gett, of the House Committee om Naval Affairs;-and Rep- 
resentatives Kahii; ‘Crago or Dent, of the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. The Senate conferees, Sena- 
tors Page, Poindexter, Smith, Wadsworth and Cham- 
berlain, were named a few weeks ago. 

Two Reports on Navy Medal Controversy. 

The sub-committee of the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs which conducted the investigation into Navy 
honors awards proposed to file a majority and a minor- 
ity report to the full committee on March 2. _ Chair- 
man Hale and Senators Poindexter and MeCormick will 
draw. up the majority report, in which they will up- 
hold Rear Admiral William S. Sims's position in the 
controversy. Senators Pittman and Trammell in a mi- 
nority report will uphold Secretary Daniels. This is 
the present status among the investigators, An attempt 
was made to compromise on the issue, but without suc- 
cess. 

Concerning Course at U.S. Military Academy. 

Secretary of War Baker stated to a sub-committee of 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs on. Feb. 25 
that he advocated a three-year course for the cadets at 
the U.S. Military Academy. Mr. Baker declared the 
eadefs should attend civilian technical schools and col- 
leges in their, second. year and then return to West 
Point to complete their third year. In attending the 
civilian institutions the cadets would be sent in groups 
of five or more, he said. Chairman Frelinghuysen said 
he advocated a four-year coursé and had provided for 
it in the Military Academy bill, which is now. before 
the Senate Committee.on Military Affairs. ‘The sub- 
committee went on record in favor of a joint committee 
of the House and Senate’Committees on Military Af- 
fairs to study the reorganization of the Military Acad- 
emy course, especially the question of the length of the 
course. 

Physical Training vs. Military Training. 

Senator Capper, from the farming state of Kansas, 
and Representative Fess, from Ohio, this week intro- 
duced identical bills, numbered respectively S. 3950 and 
H.R. 12652, that are designed to meet in a measure 
the cry for Government participation in the training of 
our citizens. ‘The proponents of these two bills do not 
favor coinpulsory military training for our young men, 
but propose that the physical development of the school 
boys and girls of the nation shall be undertaken through 
the operation of these bills which they submit, “to pro- 
vide for the promotion of physical education in the 
United States through co-operation with the states in 
the preparation and payment of supervisors and teach- 
ers of physical education, including medical examiners 
and schoo! nurses, to appropriate money and regulate 
its expenditure.” 

Ships Acquired from Germany. 

The Senate Committee on Commerce has reported the 
bill S. 3928, amended in committee so as to provide that 
the passenger and combination freight and passenger 
ships acquired by the U.S. from Germany shall not be 
sold except as may hereafter be provided by law estab- 
lishing a definite shipping policy; and the U.S. Ship- 
ping Board Emergency Fleet Corporation is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to repair and recondition said 
ships without delay in such manner as will in its judg- 
mént make them most serviceable for profitable opera- 
tion or sale and pay for the same out of the revenues 
derived from the sale and operation of ships or other 
available funds. 

Completion of Military Camp Construction. 

The conferees on the bill, H.R. 8819, designed to au- 
thorize completion of certain camp construction pro- 
jects and real estate purchases which had been held up 
through interdicting provisions of the Army Appropria- 
tioncact of July 11; 1919, reported agreement on Feb. 20. 
The only changes in conference from the amendments 
passed by the Senate were (1) to direct that the real 
estate at Camp Tayolr be sold whenever conditions are 
such that Camp- Knox is. prepared to take over the 
Field Artillery School, and in no event later than June 
30, 1921; (2) the appropriatien for extension of Water- 
vliét Arsenal is put at $236,000; (3) the House appro- 
priation of $12,000 for Langley Field, Va., is restored 
to the bill. The measure as agreed to.in conference au- 
thorizes the maintaining of the Infantry School at Camp 
Benving instead of at Fort Sill. It authorizes com- 
pletion of a large number of small undertakings in 
connection with various camps, schools and arsenals 
and provides that $180,43049 may be paid in com- 
plete settlement for purchase of the Curtiss-Elmwood 
plant at Buffalo. Purchase of land contiguous to Wal- 
ter Reed Hospital is authorized in the amount of 

50,000, appropriated therefor in the act of July 11,

General Deficiencies. 

The Senate on Feb. 20 voted to include in the De- 
ficiency Appropriation bill, H.R. 12046, which it passed 
that day, an amendment proposed by Mr. Lodge to ap- 
propriate $3,000,000 for the preservation and completion 
of vessels on the stocks and in ordinary, etc., including 
the same objects specified under this head in the Naval 
Appropriation act for the fiscal year 1920. The Senate 
on the previous day had voted to authorize the A.G. 
Office to use draft record funds, not otherwise directed 
to be spent, for the purpose of furnishing such informa- 
tion from the records of the demobilized Army as may be 
properly furnished to public officials, former soldiers, 
and other persons entitled to receive it.” For Signal 
Corps needs $500,000 of a Signal Corps appropriation 
in the act for the year 1919 is made available 
until June 30, 1920, and $95,000 of a 1919 appropria- 
tion for the Alaska military cable is extended to June 30, 
1921. The Chief of Ordnance may use not exceeding 
$6,600,000 for storage facilities, but must not use any 
these appropriations for high-explosive storage at 
rta, Wis.

Action on Soldiers’ Bonus Measure. 
By a vote of 325 to 4 the House of Representatives 


on Feb. 26 adopted a rule referring all bills dealing with 
soldiess’ bonuses to the Ways and 


Means Committee with 
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monetary and land bonuses to iers of the World War. 


If the bonuses suggested by the American Legion are in‘ 
corporated in such a bill for payment of to officers 
and men for each.month of service, nearly $2,000,000,000 


will be required. This would have to be obtained by. a 


bond issue which the advocates of the plan say could 
sold readily to the American people. 

Attendance at Horse Shows. 
~ S$. 3609, as favorably reported in the Senate Feb. 24

Promotion of Officers —On and after July 1, 1920, 
vacancies in grades below that of brigadier general shall be 
filled by promotion of officers in order in which they stand on 
promotion list, without regard to branches in which commis- 
sioned. Officers of the Medical Department shall te promoted at

Sec. 24. Rewrites Sec.. 25, N.D.A., to read:.‘‘Bec..25. De- 
tached Officers and Enlisted Men.—Ali officers and enlisted men 
authorized by law and not assigned to duty with any branch 
or bureau herein provided for shall be carried on the D.O.L, 
and Detached Enlisted Men’s List, respectively.’ 

Sec. 25. That Sec. 26, N.D.A., be amended by striking out 
words following words ‘“‘receive, as retired pay,” and preceding 
first proviso, and inserting following in lieu thereof: ‘“‘the pay 
of a retired second lieutenant of Regular Army. | 


Enlistments One or Three Years. 


Sec. 26. That Sec. 27, N.D.A., be amended by striking out 
all up to and including third proviso, and also proviso relating 
to utilization of service of postmasters, and inserting in 
lieu thereof: “Sec. 27. Enlistments.—Hereafter original enlist- 
ments in Regular Army shall be for period of one year or of 
three years, at the option of soldier, and re-enlistments shall 
be for a period of -three years.” 

Sec. 27. That said act be amended by striking out Sec. 28. 

Sec. 28: Rewrites Sec. 29, N.D.A., to read: “Sec. 29. Dis- 
charge on Account of Dependent Relatives.—When by reason of 
death or disability of member. of family of enlisted man occur- 
ring after his enlistment, he may, in discretion of Secretary of 
War, be discharged from service of the United States.” 

Sec. 29. That Sec. 30 be amended by striking out same and 
inserting: following in lieu thereof: ‘‘Sec. 30. The Regular Army 
Reserve is hereby abolished, and all members. thereof shall be 
discharged from the obligations under which they are serving.” 


Officers’ Reserve Corps. 


Sec. 30. That said act be amended by striking out Secs. 
81, 32, 33, 34 and 36. 





0.B.C. AND NATIONAL GUARD FEATURES. 


Sections 30 to 48, inclusive, of the bill are devoted to 
the Regular Army Reserve, the Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, citizens’ training 
camps, the National Guard and the Militia Bureau. We 
give hére a cendensation of this part of the bill in brief 
form since, in the main particulars, the language of these 
sections differs little from that of the National Defense 
att in intent: 

See. 30 amends the N.D.A. by striking out Secs. 31 to 34, 
inclusive (which are devoted to the Regular Army Reserve), 
and Sec. 36, which provides for the detail of Regular Army 
sergeants as instructors for the National Guard. 


Officers’ Reserve Corps. 


Sec. 31 rewrites Secs. 37, 38 and 39, N.D.A. (devoted to 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps), so that general officers are in- 
eluded in this corps who shall be appointed by the President 
by and @vith the advice and consent of the Senate. Appoint- 
ment in every case shall be for five years; but an appointment 
in force at the outbreak of war, or made in time of war, shall 
continue until six months after its termination, and the_ right 
of a Reserve officer to ask for his discharge within six months 
afier wars termination (if appointed during it) is stated. 


Any person who has been an officer of the Army may be ap-- 


pointed as a Reserve officer up to the highest grade he held 
in the Army. In time of peace no other person shall/be- ap- 

- pointed as a Reserve officer of any combatant arm in grade 
above second lieutenaht, and appointments in Infantry, Cav- 
alry, Field Art., O.A.C. or Air Service shall be limited to former 
Army officers, graduates of the R.O.T.C., and those who have 
attended courses in schools or camps as directed in this act. 
No Reserve officer shall be promoted in time of peace until 
he has held a commission for at least one year in next lower 
grade. The sections in the N.D.A. devoted to O.R.C. in war 
and to their training are eliminated and a brief section (37a) 
is substituted, devoted to Reserve officers on active duty. This 
empowers the President to order Reserve officers to active duty 
at any time and for any period, but not for more than 15 
days in any one calendar year without his own consent, except 
in time of actual or threatened hostilities. A Reserve officer 

- on active duty shall be entitled to mileage from home to station 
and return and pay and allowances of Regular Army officer of 
same grade and length of service, but shall not be entitled to 
retirement and retired pay. 


Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 


Sec. 32 rewrites Secs. 40 to 43, inclusive, and 45 and 46, 
N.D.A., to be Sees. 40, 40a and 40b (Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps). The terms of the new sections are identical with 
the N.D.A. except that the number of officers to be detailed 
as instructors at R.O.T.O. institutions is not limited, nor is 
the length of detail. The final provision of the section devoted 
to the personnel for duty with R.O.T.C. (40b) reads: ‘“Here- 
after retired officers below the grade of brigadier general and 
warrant officers and enlisted men shall, when on active duty, 
receive full active pay and allowances.” ° 

Sec. 83 rewrites Secs. 47 to 54, inclusive, N.D.A., which 
were devoted to the issuing of supplies to the R.O.T.C., estab- 
lishing and maintaining camps for instruction of this corps, 
appointment of graduates of the R.O.T.C. as Reserve officers, 
and pay and commutation of subsistence, the text of the new 
bill being identical with that ef the N.D.A. except in the final 
proviso of Sec, 47c, which reads, ‘“‘That members of the R.O. 
T.C., or other persons authorized to attend advanced course 
camps, shall be paid for attendance at such camps at the rate 
prescribed for privates of Regular Army.’’ Sec. 47d (Citi- 
zens’ Training Corps) is identical with Sec. 54 of the N.D.A, 

Sec. 34 rewrites Secs. 55 and 56 of the N.D.A, into Secs. 
55 and 55a, devoted to the Enlisted Reserve Corps. Instead 
ef creating a class of reserves for the staff corps, as provided 
in the N.D.A,, this act makes the E.R.C. a general reserve, 
cuts down the term of enlistment from four to the three years, 
eliminates the issue of the special rosette provided by the N.D.A. 
for this corps, and limits-the time of service to fifteen days 


in any one calendar year, unless the man eonsents to longer 
service or in time of actual or threatened hostilities. 

See. 55c (Military Equipment and Instructors at Other 
Schools and Colleges) is practically the same as Sec. 56 of the 
N.D.A. except that it does not limit the proportion of instructors 
and provides “that in time of peace retired officers, warrant 
officers or enlisted men shall not be detailed under the provisions 
of this section without their consent,” 


National Guard Sections. 


Sec. 35 amends Sec. 60, N.D.A. (Organization of National 
Guard Units) to the extent that until July 1, 1921, companies 
and corresponding units of the National Guard may be recog- 
nized at a minimum enlisted strength of fifty, but after that date 
the minimum necessary for recognition of an Infantry company 
shall be 65, 

Sec. 36 rewrites Sec. 69, N.D.A., making original enlist- 
ments in the N.G. for a period of three years and subsequent 
enlistments for periods of one year each. 

Sec. 37 provides for the ‘dual oath” for enlisted men as in 
Sec. 70, N.D.A, 


Sec. 39 rewrites Sec. 72, N.D.A. 
Men from National Guard) in this proviso only: “An enlisted 
man discharged from service in the National Guard, except 
when -drafted into the military service of the United States 
under provisions of See, 111 of. this act,” shall receive a dis- 
«charge as prescribed for the Regular Army. 

Sec. 40 (Qualifications for National Guard Officers) is 
identical with Sec. 74, N.D.A., excépt in that it eliminates from 
among the classes from which ‘selection may be made “officers 
on the reserve or unassigned list of the National Guard.” 

Sec. 41 rewrites Sec. 78, N.D.A. (National Guard Reserve), 
to the extent of providing an ‘enlistment period of one year and 
making the taking of the “dual oath” necessary. 


The Militia Bureau. 


See. 43 rewrites Sec. 81, N.D.A. (Militia Bureau, War 
Department), to the extent of providing that the Chief of the 
Militia Bureau. shall be appointed from among. officers of the 
Nationa] Guard who have had ten’ or more years’ commissioned 
service. in- the National Guard,. shall hold office for four years, 
and shall have the rank, pay and allowances of major general 
in the Regular Army.’ Also the President may appoint 500 
National Guard officers to duty with the Regular Army in addi- 
tion to those attending Service schools. 

See: 44 is practically identical with*Sec. 89, N.D.A. (Horses 
for Cavalry and Field Artillery: of National Guard), and Sec. 
45 takes the place of See. 90, N.D.A.; which provides for caring 
for-these animals, the language of both sections being identical. 

See. 46 rewrites Sec. 109, N:D.A. (Pay for National Guard 
Officers), to the extent that captains get $240 a year instead 
of the $500: provided, by the N.D.A., and that captains and 
lieutenants. belonging to organizations of. the National Guard 
“shall receive compensation at the rate of one-thirtieth of the 
monthly base pay of their grades as prescribed for the Regular 
Army for each regular drill or other period of instruction, not 
exceeding five in any one calendar month, at which they shall 
have been officially present for entire required period, and at 
which at least 50 per cent. of the commissioned strength and 
60 per cent. of the enlisted strength attend and participate for 
not less than one and one-half hours.’ Officers. above the 
grade of captain shall receive $500 a year, and officers below 
the: grade of major, not belonging to organizations, shall re- 
ceive four-thirtieths of the monthly base pay of their grades 
for satisfactory performance of their appropriate duties. Pay 
under this section shall not accrue to an officer during a period 
when he is entitled to the same pay as a Regular Army officer 
of the same grade. 

See. 47 amends Sec. 110, N.D.A. (Pay for National Guard 
Enlisted Men), to the extent of providing compensation at the 
rate of one-thirtieth of initial monthly pay of like grade in the 
Regular Army for.each drill ordered for his organization where 
he is officially present and in which he participates for not 
less than one and one-half hours, not exceeding 5 in any one 


(Discharge of Enlisted 


calendar month; but he shall receive no pay for any month in ~ 


yg he shall have attended less than 60 per cent. of prescribed 
rills. 

Sec. 48 amends Sec. 111, N.D.A. (National Guard When 
Drafted Into Federal Service), to the extent that “upon dis- 
charge from military service of the United States any enlisted 
man of the National Guard drafted into the Army shall, unless 
released by the state, resume his membership in the militia 
and shall be held to service in the National Guard for that por- 
tion of his enlistment which had not been completed at the date 
of his draft.” 

Sec. 49. Strikes out Sec, 114, N.D.A. 





Miscellaneous Provisions. 


Sec. 50. Inserts after Sec. 127 a new section, to be numbered 
127a, and to read: “Sec. 127a. Miscellaneous Provisions.— 
Hereafter no detail or assignment of an officer shall carry ad- 
vanced rank, except as otherwise specifically provided herein. 
Officers now carried as additional numbers shall be included 
in- numbers provided for by this act, and shall no longer be 
additional, and any officer hereafter appointed, under the pro- 
visions of law, to a grade in which no vacancy exists, shall be 
an additional number in that grade until absorbed, and no 
longer. In time of war retired officers may be employed on 
active duty in discretion of President, and when so employed 
shall receive full. pay and allowances of their. grades. 

“The President is authorized to detail not more than 5 officers 
of the Medical Department for duty with. the military relief 
division of the American National Red Cross. Authority is 
given to Secretary of War: to grant permission, by revocable 
license, to American National Red Cross to erect and maintain 
on any military reservations within jurisdiction of the United 
States buildings suitable for storage of supplies, or to occupy 
for that purpose buildings erected by United -States, under such 


- regulations as Secretary of War may prescribe, such supplies te 


be: available for the aid of civilian population in case of serious 
national disaster. 

“In determining relative rank and increase of pay for length 
of service, and, in case of officers of Regular Army, in de- 
termining rights of retirement, active duty performed while 
under appointment from U.S. Government, whether in the 
Regular, provisional or temporary forces, shall be credited to 
the same extent as service under a Regular Army commission. 

“In time of war any officer of the Regular Army may be 
appointed to higher temporary rank without vacating his perma- 
nent commission, but all other appointments of officers in time 
of war shall be in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. Unless special 
assignment is made by the President under the provisions of 
the 119th Article of War, officers of the Regular Army holding 
temporary commissions in any grade, and reserve officers on 
active duty in that grade, shall all take rank according to date, 
which, in case of an officer of Regular Army, is that stated in 
his commission, and, in case of a reserve officer, is that on 
which he was placed on active duty in that grade. When 
dates of rank are same, relative rank shall be determined by 
length of active commissioned service as an officer of United 
States; and when length of commissioned service is same, by age. 

“Any officer of Regular Army who has held the permanent 
grade of colonel, on the active or retired list, and who has 
heretofore held a higher grade than that of colonel in tem- 
porary forces of U.S, during the World War may, in discretion 
of President, when retired, have rank and retired pay of 
grade next higher than that held by him in Regular Army 
at the time of retirement, provided that no officer shall be 
entitled under the provisions of this act to the rank and 
retired pay of a grade higher than that held by him in 
temporary or permanent forces of United States. Hereafter 
any retired officer who has been or shall be detailed on active 
duty shall receive rank, pay and allowances of grade, not above 
that of colonel, that he would have atiained in due course of 
promotion if he had remained on active list for a period beyond 
date of his retirement equal to total amount of time during 
which he has been detailed to active duty since his retirement. 

“When any member of National Guard becomes entitled, for 
a continucus period of less than one month, to Federal pay at 
rates fixed for Regular Army, whether by virtue of a call by 
President, of attendance at school or maneuvers, or of any 
other cause, he shall receive such pay for each day of such 
period, and the thirty-first day of a calendar month shall not 
be excluded.from the computation.” 

Sec. 51. That all laws and parts of laws in so far ag they 
are inconsistent with this act are hereby repealed,

This may be made s subject 
ef future legislation fer the bemefit of the retired enlisted men 
of the Navy, for the provision of the Naval Appropriation act 
of the same date as the Army art limits the time 
for which increased pay is operative in the Navy.

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SecrerTary BAKER ENLIGHTENS A PACIFIST. 

Secretary of War Baker has written to Mrs. Georgia 
Conant, a school teacher of Winfield, Kas., in reply to 
a letter received from her in which she criticized the 


action of the War Department in offering prizes in an 
essay contest among children attending schools through- 


out the country on the subject “What are the advan- 
tages of an enlistment in the United States Army?” and 
which is intended not only to aid the present recruiting 
drive by the department but is also designed to teach 
millions of school children in the United States some- 
thing about the Army, its benefits and the protection it 
is to the country. Mrs. Conant wrote: “As a teacher 
with an experience of more than forty years, one who 
has spent her life teaching patriotism, hatred of war and 
love of peace and high ideals, I must express my deep- 
est regret at the action of those who are heading this 
movement.” In reply the Secretary wrote, in part: “We 
are all opposed to militarism, the idea is as abhorrent to 
me as it is to you, but we must face the stern facts of 
reality. Peace, we regret to acknowledge, is not to-day 
supreme in the world. The sword is still unsheathed in 
many places, and man’s blood still flows by the hands of 
man. We must not shun our responsibilities nor can we 
escape danger by following the example of that foolish 
bird of the African desert which hides its head in the 
sands in fancied security, because it refuses to see the 
impending blows that crush him. I know that you are 
sincere in your belief, patriotic in your purpose, Chris- 
tian-like in your duties in helping to mold the minds and 
ideals of the little children entrusted to your care, but 
in my humble opinion in this matter you are wrong. I 
only wish it were in my power to convince you that a 
practical working knowledge of our new peace-time Army 
is essential for every school child, for upon them will de- 
volve the duties and responsibilities of citizenship in the 
next generation. It is a case where knowledge is power 
and ignorance a possible crime.” 


REGULATIONS AS TO ARMY DENTAL TREATMENT. 

Army Regulations relating to dental treatment were 
ordered amended by the Secretary of War on Feb. 2 to 
read as follows: 147644 (added by C.A.R. 92). (a) 
Emergency dental work for the relief of pain and acute 
septic conditions, or first aid treatment of dental in- 
juries due to direct violence, required at a station where 
no dental officer is on duty, may be obtained locally 
under the provisions of Paragraph 1476; but this will 
not include prosthetic replacements, or expensive fillings, 
or the use of precious metals, or the treatment of chroni¢e 
lesions. (b) The employment of civilian dentists for 
chronic dental disabilities, or for prosthetic replacements, 
or for extensive fillings, or for the use of precious metals, 
is subject to the provisions of Paragraph 1476 respecting 
specialists. When a case within the scope of these 
terms develops at a station where there is no dental offi- 
cer, it should be reported in detail by the commanding 
efficer to the Surgeon General, noting specifically the 
character and extent of the disability, its origin or 
causation, the professional requirements considered nec- 
essary to correct it and an estimate of the cost of the 
desired treatment if done locally, together with a recom- 
mendation as to whether the treatment should be pro- 
cured locally, or the patient be transferred to the sta- 
tion of a dental officer. (c) When an enlisted man is 
ordered to duty with a permanent recruiting party, a 
unit of the R.O.T.C., or on other permanent detached 
service, he should be given a complete dental survey by 
a dental officer, and any dental disability found should 
be corrected before his departure.

SUBSISTENCE ON Recrurtine Doty. 

A member of a recruiting party writes: “When re- 
cruiting districts closed up in September, 1918, the con- 
tract price of meals where we are now located was sixty 
cents per meal. When recruiting was resumed in March, 
1919, a contract was made for thirty-five cents. This 
means with the high cost of living going higher our 
allowance for subsistence was almost cut in two. We 
must use a part of our pay to enable us to obtain suffi- 
cient nourishment. Surrounding districts are paying 
an average of seventy-five cents per meal, and the Ma- 
rines on duty here beside us are receiving seventy-five. 
Army Regulations authorize $1.60 per day for subsist- 
ence for men on duty im cities, and if the War Depatt- 
ment finds that a soldier on detached duty in a city can- 
not subsist himself on less, why do they permit a de- 
tachment of about twenty men on recruiting duty to be 
paid but $1.05 per day? The limit of human endurance 
was reached recently when recruiting detachments from 
posts and camps reported here for temporary duty and 
are being paid seventy-five cents a meal; these attached 
men to receive instructions and work with us receive 
$2.25 a day, while we permanent members of this re- 
cruiting party received but $1.05 a day for subsistence. 
Recruiting is supposed to be run upon a commercial 
basis. We recruiters are salesmen. Would a commercial 
house send out its salesmen, paying the best man $1.05 
a day for allowances and other $2.25? A flate rate 
would settle all difficulties.”

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A Travet RatTioN SUGGESTED. 

“An Army Mother,” discussing the pay bill passed by 
the Senate, suggests that in addition to transportation 
for officers’ families when making change of perma- 
nent station, a travel ration be provided for each officer 
and for each of his dependents. Our correspondent 
adds: “As the present distress in the Army, as well as 
in other walks of life, is found greatest where people are 
trying to raise and educate families on the a, of ten 
years ago, this scheme of increase will surely put the 
extra pay where there is the greatest need; on this pay 
will decrease as the cost of living does. As to the travel 
allowance, in case it is passed, the War Department can 
save money by ordering fewer changes of station.”

A TRIBUTE TO THE SIGNAL CORPS. 

An officer of the Army sends an extract from a publi- 
cation relating the experience of “Battery A, 103d F.A., 
in France,” an organization dating back to the Provi- 
dence Marine Corps of Artillery chartered in 1801, the 
mother of the Rhode Island batteries. The extract is 
headed, “The Signal Corps,” and sets forth the high 
estimation in which the corps is held by the men who 
saw its work during the two years in which the bat- 
tery was at the extreme front in France. It says: 
“When we were young and green we thought that the 
Signal Corps ran the telephone centrals in the §8.0.S., 
but as we got more and more into the war we learned 
that wherever wire ran also went the men of the Signal 
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Corps. There aren’t many worse things in war than to 
go out alone into the inky blackness of the night and 
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find a short circuit somewhere along the line from the 
Infantry brigade P.C. to the front line, and then, un- 
der the foiled whining of the shell fragments, to repair 
the break coolly and skilfully, and many are the times 
that you do not come back from those errands. To you 
were entrusted the vital life links of an army in the 
field, and, fast as doughboys traveled, you were rarely 
far behind and unable to report ‘communication estab- 
lished.’ Your work was far from spectacular, and your 
praise from the short-sighted world was scant, but the 
hats of those who know are off to you, men of the Sig- 
nal Corps.”

“THE NAVIATOR” FLIES AT PENSACOLA. 

The Naviator is the unusual title of a new weekly 
publication born at the U.S. naval air station, Pensa- 
cola, Fila., and published, so an editorial announcement 
states, “in the interests of aeronautics and the men who 
fly.” The word “naviator,” it is further explained, is 
one coined for the occasion. “It is pronounced as in 
‘navigator.’ When speaking of aerial navigation hence- 
forth the Naviator will speak of it as naviation, there- 
by cutting down the length of these words and combin- 
ing them in one. There are many who will think that 
we are taking a great deal on our shoulders when we do 
this, but if the words had been adopted by the British 
Air Ministry they would have been adopted by this 
country immediately after. However, as we have beaten 
the English to it, you can take them or leave them, as 
you wish.”

History or 47TH INFANTRY. 

The activities of the 47th Infantry, 4th Division, from 
the time of its organization at Syracuse, N.Y., in May, 
1917, until its return to the United States in July, 1919, 
after excellent duty in France, where it saw plenty of 
action, including operations on the Ourcq and Vesle, at 
St. Mihiel, the second battle of the Marne, in the Ar- 
gonhe and elsewhere, and also with the Army of Occu- 
pation in Germany, are interestingly set forth in detail 
in a history of the organization recently issued. The 
book has been prepared in such a way as to let the facts 
tell the story without any attempt at rhetorical effect. 
The regiment is written of as a unit with no effort to 
record the doings of special units. A roster is given of 
all the officers and men who served with the regiment, 
including lists of those killed and wounded, there hav- 
ing been twenty officers killed and eighty-eight wounded, 
while 352 enlisted men were killed and 2,211 wounded 
or gassed. A list of citations received by the personnel 
is given, together with honors won by the regiment as a 
unit. Many photographs of officers and men and of 
various scenes in France and Germany are presented. 
The historical part of the work was done by Lieut. J. 
E. Pollard and Capt. D. L. Strohl, assisted by different 
officers and men of the regiment.

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CaMP PIKE COLLEGE. 

An interesting booklet descriptive of the college at- 
tached to Camp Pike, Ark., has been issued in which 
the various branches and activities of this representative 
educational adjunct of the Army are described. The 
college, as it is termed, had its origin in the Govern- 
ment allotment and the acceptance by the camp Board 
of Education of the offer of the Knights of Columbus to 
help organize, equip and finance a school for the enlisted 
men of the camp under the direction of the Director of 
Education.. A site was selected, buildings remodeled 
and the school opened on Oct. 9, 1919. Its primary ob- 
ject is to give the enlisted man an opportunity to “learn 
while he earns.” ‘The secondary object is to promote 
higher education in the camp personnel. TExcellent re- 
sults have been obtained. In addition to the educational 
work of the college there are many unit schools through- 
out the camp. The commander of Camp Pike under 
whose command the college first came was Major Gen. 
Edward M. Lewis, U.S.A. He was succeeded on Dec. 
2, 1919, by Major Gen. W. M. Wright, U.S.A. The 
director of education is Capt. Jens BE. Stedje, U.S.A. 





BELATED WAR Risk INSURANCE. 

“According to information received from high au- 
thority,” writes an officer on the retired list, “there are 
several cases where officers and men in out of way posts 
and places failed for one reason or another to take out 
the War Risk Insurance when it first came out; 120 
days being allowed in which to apply. In my own case 
I was stationed at a small college where no circulars, 
orders or War Department publications were sent. As 
a consequence when I finally did learn the particulars 
the 120 days had passed so I was refused the insur- 
ance. Yet men who deliberately threw their insurance 
overboard are being apparently begged by the Govern- 
ment to take up the insurance even though it has been 
dropped eighteen months. Rules and regulations are 
very necessary, but most rules and regulations in late 
years seem to serve only one purpose—to destroy the 
small amount of morale remaining in the Army.” 
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THE N.C.O. AND THE H.C. oF L. 

“An N.C.O.’s wife” writes: “If it is difficult for an 
Army officer’s wife to meet the high cost of living, how 
much harder it is for the non-com. staff officer’s wife is to 
be seen. At the present time he receives $100 per 
month, including War Risk Allotment. Out of this there 
is insurance to be kept up. We have to pay the same 
price for food as do others, also clothing and the keep- 
ing of our children. After our monthly bills are paid ‘we 
hardly have enough to see the movies once. It is all we 
can do to save enough for a travel fund, which is very 
necessary as my husband has had six moves in the last 
two years. While the N.C. staff officer was in France 
his family could not occupy government quarters ‘nor 
were they allowed any compensation for same. Is it to 
be wondered at that more than half of the older N.C. 
staff officers are leaving the Service?’
